FLAMES IN FIRST. 


Blaze Starts In Janitors’ Room 
on Eighteenth Floor; Sub- 
dued with Much Water. 


LOSS IN MIDDAY CLUB 


“The First National Bank building is on 
fire,’ was telephoned to fire headquarters 
at 1 o'clock this morning. Engines and 
trucks from downtown stations were rushed 
to the place without clanging of bells. 


After a five minute wait a watchman un- |. 
existed ever since he moved into the neigh- 


locked the doors and the firemen were lifted 


_to the eighteenth floor of the structure, 


from which a red glow wae distinguishable 
from the street. 

Firemen cut holes in the roof of the strue- 
ture. Others battered down doors leading to 
offices on the sputh front. 

Fire in Monroe Street Side. 

It was found that the fiames were fast 
eating away the woodwork of the suites 
of rooms fronting on Monroe street. 

A detachment of firemen descended to the 
seventeenth floor, which is occupied by the 
Midday club. They had no keys, so they 
battered down the ornate doors of the club. 

With water and chemicals they engaged 


in a battle with the fire, which lasted half 


an hour before it was under control. 


Crowds in, Street and Lobby. 

Crowds filied Monroe street and jammed 
the lobby of the bank building, thrilling 
with the vague rumors attendant upon a 
fire in a bank. ‘The firemen established the 
fact that the fire had started in the head 
janitor’s room, burned the time clock and 
all furniture of that structure, and then 
spread from 4818 through the south wing. 
The cause could not be ascertained. 

Walter Zukowski, a former elevator opera- 
tor, happened go be passing the building 
when the fire Was discovered and he spent 
the busiest half hour of many a day assist- 
ing Watchman Burke to run the firemen up 
and down in the building. The three guards 
in the bank proper remained within their 
iron barred gates, gazing through at the 
crowds like prisoners. 


SEEK FIREMEN IN RUINS. 
Firemen began a desperate search early 
this morning fn the ruins of a fallen well at 
1514 Orleans street, beneath which three 
of their ¢omrades were reported buried. 
The fire had been burning for an hour in

Benton, ML, April 18-~[Special.)—-The La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings bank of Chi- 
cago, of which William Lorimer ie pr¢sident, 
is seeking to collect $2,000 on a noté given in 


part by James W. Crawford. 

Crawford lives in Benton. He was a Re- 
publican member of the Illinois legislature 
from the Fiftieth district in 1908 and was 
one of the 108 who voted for Lorimer for 
United States senator. 

During the investigation leading up to the 
ouster of Mr. Lorimer by the United States 
senate Mr. Crawford was reported to have 
spent much time in Mexico. 

The bank’s suit to collect the $2.000 is 
docketed for trial at the May term of the 
Circuit court of Franklin county. The 
declaration in the matter on behalf of the 
bank has been filed by William 8S. Cantrell of 
Benton, member of the Democratic state 
committee from the Twenty-fifth con- 
gressional district. 

This declaration sets out what purports 
to be a copy of the note, claims that no part 
of it has been paid, and asks for a judgment 
in behalf of the bank. 

Startling Claims in Answer. 

The answer of the defendants, filed by 
Mooneyham & Seeber of Benton and T. M, 
Webb of Belleville, makes some siartling 


assertions. This answer, now on file in the | 


office of Circuit Clerk J. J. Hill of Franklin 
county, sets forth, in substance: 

That on June 6, 1910, W. H. Smith (Doc 
Henry Smith), former member of the 
legislature, Republican politician of 
Benton, and close personal and political 
friend of former Representative Craw- 
ford, received $2,000 from William Lori- 
mer at Chicago. 

That on the same day, June 6, 1910, 
Smith made a note due in one year pay- 
able to himself, which he turned over to 
Mr. Lorimer. 

That on the back of this note the fol- 
lowing indorsements were made: 
Frances E. Smith, ¥. 0. Harrison, 

J. W. Crawford, I, M. Crane. 

That shortly after June 6, 1911, the 
note on which suit is now brought was 
executed and delivered to the La Salle 
Street National bank of Chicago at the 
instance of Mr. Lorimer and the bank, to 
take the place of the note of June 6, 1910, 
and that Mr. Lorimer expressly stated 
there would be no eifort on his part or 
on the part of the bank to collect the 
amount mentioned in the note, but that 
the bank desired such instrument for the 
inspection of the bank examiner at such 
times as the examiner wight visit the 
bank for examination. <~ 

‘That shortly after Jane 6, 1912, a third 
mote was given by W. H. Smith and 
Frances E. Smith which did not bear the 
signatures of J. W. Crawford, F. 0. Har- 
rison, and I. M. Crane. 

That this note was accepted by Wil- 
liam Lorimer and the bank in lieu of the 
1911 note and was accepted with the un- 
derstanding that the new note way not 
te evidence any indebtedness of the de- 
fendants to Mr. Lorimer or the bank ang 
was only for the purpose of exhibition 
to the bank examiner upon his visits to 
the bank. 


Bank Sues on Newest Note. 


Suit in assumpsit is brought by the bank 


upon the 1911 note against the five defend. 
ants—-W. H. Smith, Frances E. Smith, Dr,. 
| Smith's wife; former Representative Craw- 
ford, F. O. Harrison, and I. M. Crane, the 
latter two being merchants at Christopher, 
a mining city in this county. 

By consent of plaintiffs and defendants the 
case was continued at the November term of 
the Circuit court of Franklin county.

The re- 
port adds that there was considerable fight- 
ing, which ended in the flight of the Federals 
from Salinas *“‘ with heavy losses.’’ 

A flying column under Col. Serviano Mar- 
tinez is reported to be picking up fugitive 
Federals from the battle of San Pedro here 
and there and tearing up the railroad be- 
tween Saltillo and San Luis Potosi, both of 
which towns are held by the Federals. 


PLAN ATTACK ON GUAYMAS. 


Douglas, Ariz., April 18.—A simultaneous 
land, sea, and air attack on Guaymas is 
planned by the Constitutionalists, according 
to a statement made today by Ives G. Lele- 
vier, their agent in Douglas. 

According to Lelevier, the attack by air

*“‘It seems absurd to me that this country 
should intervene in Mexico—in short, that it 
sheuld abolish the existing government and 
attempt either to set up a new one or annex 
Mexico because, forsooth, a few sailors were 
arrested. I do not mind intervention on 
grounds which justify it, such as the killing 
of American citizens and the confiscation of 
their property, but I do not like the present 
excuse,”’ 


Soldiers of States to Receive 
Prefcrential Acceptance in 
Event of War. 


Causes Chicago Chapter of Amen 
ican Banking Institute _ 
to Gasp. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., April 18.—(Special.]— 
In the event of intervention in Mexico, the 
United States will organize and send to the 
front a large army of volunteers of which 
the organized militia will be the nucleus. 

The first line of troops will consist of the 
reguiar army, which has an authorized | 
strength of 100,000 but an actual existing 
strength of 85,500 officers and enlisted men. 
Of this number, about 58,000 men, who con- 
stitute the force at present stationed within 
continental United States, would be avail- 
able for duty in the firat line. This number 
would be increased 15,000 by recruiting up to 
the full authorized strength. . 

For the second line congress will author- 
ize the president to raise a volunteer army 
of a specified strength, possibly 200,000 men. 
_. The members of the national guard of the 
various states will receive preferential ac- 
ceptance in the recruiting of the volunteer 
forces, but the naval militia organizations 
will be left at home. The latter organiza- 
tions will engage in practice cruises this 
summer, as usual, in accordance with a 
schedule issued today. 


New Plan to Raise Army. 

The volunteer army will be raised on an 
entirely new plan outlined in an administre- 
tion measure which has passed the house 
and is before the senate with u favorable re- 
port of the military affairs committee of the 
letter body. It is scheduled tu become a law 
within the rext two weeks. 

Under this plan congress, whenever war 
becomes imminent, wil) authorize the presi- 
dent to raise a volunteer army not exceeding 
a Gxed number. The president then will Jssue 
a proclamation calling for volunteers, in 
which he will state the number of men de- 
sired for each arm, corps, and department 
and the rules and regulations under which 
yolunveers will be examined, organized, and 
received into the service. 

The volunteers first acceptea will be the 
members of the organized militia of the 
various states, which hasa reported existing 
strength of 120,000 officers and enlisted men. 
Illinois has a strength of 6,000; Indiana, 2,400; 
lowa, 3,000; Michigan, 2,700, and Wisconsin, 
2,900. 

The number of volunteers accepted from 
each state will be in proportion to the popula- 
tion of the state Thus New York, which 
has the largest population, will furnish the 
largest number of volunteers, Pennsylvania 
will be second, and Illinois third. 


First Volunteers from Militia. 
Of the members of the organized militia the 
first volunteers accepted will be those who 
answer tne call by organizations. If three- 
fourths of the minimum enlisted strength of 
@ company, troop, or battery, or three- 
fourths of the minimum enlisted strength of 
every company, troop, or battery comprised 
in a battalion, regiment, brigade, or division 
of the national guard of any state volunteer 
as organizations such volunteers will be re- 
ceived into the army in advance of the rais- 
ing of other organizations of the same arm 
or class. ) 

Volunteers will be required to enlist for a 
period of four years with the understanding 
that they will be mustered out of the serv- 
ice as soon as practicable after the presi- 
dent proclaims the termination of the war. 

The chances are that the volunteer army 
raised will be of a size which will afford all 
the national guardsmen in all the states an 
opportunity to enlist. 

The volunteers will be sent to the Mexican 
border as rapidly as they are received into 
the service and there equipped and drilled 
preparatory to being dispatched to the front. 

At the same time the secretary of war will 
open recruiting stations and establish ren- 
dezvous for the purpose of receiving further 
volunteers and giving them training.

Senator Martine of New Jersey said he was 
glad of what had happened. “It is time to 
stop temporizing and dilly-dallying.”’ 

Democratic senators were all outspoken in 
approval of the president's stand. 

*“ President Wilson’s action is highly sat- 
isfactory and in my judgment will bring 
the Mexican matter to a prompt conclusion,” 
said Senator Hoke Smith. 

Senator Sheppard of Texas, another Demo- 
crat, exclaimed, when he heard that the 
twenty-four hour ultimatum hed been is- 
sued: “Good!” The senator said he was 
giad of it. ‘“‘The American people will 
be united in their support of the president 
in this matter.”’ 

Senator John Sharp Williams of the foreign 
relations committee declared that the presi- 
dent had been patient enough with Huerta. 

*“*I am sorry to see it come to this point,” 
he said, ‘“‘ Huerta has done all he could to 
bring things to this pass, apparently to save 
his face in Mexico. The patience of the 
American people has its limit.”’ 


Shively to Support Wilson. 

Probably the. most interesting and signifi- 
cant comment on the president’s ultimatum 
was froin Senator Shively, acting chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations. 

“The ection of the president today will 
settle the whole question,” he said. ‘“‘ There 
will be no drawing back on the. part of the 
Urited States. The salute will be fired as 
we have demanded or the marines will be 
landed and the Mexicans be punished for 
their insusts to our flag and for their impu- 
dent waiting when we demanded redress. 
The foreign relations committee will wait 
until we hear from the president. We can 
do nothing until we know just what Huerta 
will say of the president's ultimatum.”

| ROOT OBJECTS TO CLAUSE. 


Small Chance of Ratification with 
Paragraph Remaining. 


[BY A STAFF CO rT, } 

Washington, D. C., April 18.—[ Special. ]— 
The publication of the text of the new treaty 
with Colombia, through which Colombia is 
to receive $25,000,000, free passage for its 
warships: through the Panama canal, and 
other substantial concessions, has raised a 
storm of protest in congress. 

The criticism of members of the senate and 
house was directed chiefly at a clause in the 
treaty which is’ pretty generally construed 
as an apology by the United States to Co- 
lombia for the Incidents which resulted in 
the establishment of the Republic of Panama, 

Several Democrats were among those who 
criticised this section of the treaty st 
sharply, and it was apparent tonight that 
the treaty has practically no chance for 
ratification by the senate with the offensive 
paragraph remaining. 


Root Expected to Protest. 
_ It was the understanding tonight that even 
Senator Root, who as secretary of state 
negotiated a treaty with Colombia in settle- 
ment of the same controversy, would oppose 
the convention which has been drawn by 
Secretary Bryan. 

This will’ be a blow to the administration, 
as Secretary Bryan and his followers have 
been citing the treaty negotiated by Mr. Root 
as support for the present arrangement made 
with the government of Colombia. 

Mr. Root’s objection, as well as those of 
Senator Lodge and other well known stu- 


strued as an apology. 
In this connection {t was recalled that 


| President Wilson himself when asked sev- 


eral days ago if the treaty contained an 
apology to Colombia, characterized such 
statements as “‘guff.” , Inquiries as to 
whether the treaty included an expression 
of regret over the Panama incident, led toa 
reply which was construed as negative. 


Present Burdens Heavy Enough.

Men Who ‘Want Exemption 
Confess It Will Benefit 
Shipping Trust. 


SCOTT DENIES CHARGE. 


Secretary of Carnegie Endow- 
ment Answers Claims Made 
by ‘Opponents.

Washington, D. C., April 18, ~[Spedel)— 
Former Attorney Genera) Charles J. Bona- 
Parte, Congressman Humphrey of Washing- 

ton and Russell L. Dunn of San Francisco, 
in opposing the repeal of the clause exempt- 
ing American cOastwise vessels from the 
payment of tolls through the Panama canal, 
before the senate interoceanic canals com- 
mittee, today admitted the exemption was a 
subsidy to the coastwise shippers. 

James Brown Scott, former solicitor of 
the state department and now secretary of 
the Carnegie Endowment for international 
peace, denied flatly that the endowment was 
interested in the repeal because of pro-Eng< 
lish sentiments. He resented such a ques- 
tion propounded by Senator Bristow. 


Effort of Simmons Fails. 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina, leader 
of the fight for repeal, attempted to insert 
into the record parts of the correspondence 
between former Sécretary of State Root, now 
United States senator from New York, and 
former Ambassador Bryce of Great Britain. 

Those portions of correspondence were 
barred until the entire correspondence could 
be obtained. The portions, as well as the 
entire correspondence, show, according to 
Senator Simmons, ‘that while England main- 
tained the United States could not exempt 
American vessels, she admitted the right of 
exemption given Colombia on three grounds: 

1. The treaty of 1846 between the United 
States and Colombia contained provisions 
granting such exemption. 

2. The United States was obligated to 
favor Colombia by the contract under which 
the rights of the Panama Canal company 
was purchased. The company secured its 
grant from Colombia. 

3. The refusal of Colombia to recognize 
Panama endangered the title to the canal 
and maintenance of peace along the canal by 
the United States,. 


Seeks to Make Precedent. 

The British government, in excluding Co- 
lombia from the ‘all nations” clause of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, made it a condi- 
tion that the concession should not be ac- 
cepted as a precedent in settling disputes 
which might arise between any other na- 
tions regarding the use of the canal. 

Mr. Bonaparte argued that the exemption 
of coastwise shipping could be made under 
the treaty, although such exemption would 
be a subsidy. He confined his argument to 
the treaty and its interpretation and based 
his conclusions on the grounds that the 
United States as a contracting party bestow- 
ing privileges could not bestow them upon 
herself the same as on others. 

“The United States owns and operates the 
canal and every dollar paid out for main- 
tenance and supervision comes, for all prac- 
tical purposes, from its treasury,” he said. 
‘‘When, therefore, it says that a certain 
class of American vessels may use the canal 
free of tolls, it virtually gives, out of its 
treasury, a bounty to the owners of such 
vessels equal to the charges remitted for 
tolls.”

“I venture to say that even in those wards 
where men of undisputed integrity were con- 
testants too much money was spent. It is 
getting worse each succeeding year. Itis be- 
coming so that unless a man wishes to spend 
a thousand or two at the least he cannot hope 
to be elected. 

“There should be « limit on the amount 
any candidate may spend and penalties for 
any one who exceeds the limit. It is a ques- 
tion for the council to decide. I think $200 or 
$300 sufficient, and even that sum might be 
considered excessive.”

It is expected the road will appeal to Judge 
Carpenter in the federal court to prevent

NEW KIPLING VERSE 
GIVEN IN INDEX. 


Entire Stanzas Added to Well 
Known Poems in Reissues of 
the Author's Works Revealed 
by Study of Recent Volume. 


LONDON, April 8—The time has not yet 
arrived for an analytical stuay of Rudyard 
Kipling’s methods as a poet or of his growth 
in literary taste as shown by the alterations 

Pwhich from time to time he may have made 
in his verses. 

Some time Mr. Kipling must expect to have 
all his minutest intellectual processes sub- 
mitted to the microscope. Meanwhile few 
people, even professed “ Kipling lovers,” are 
aware how many traces his verses show of 
careful repolishing between successful 
stages of republication. 

Most of the poems, after their original ap- 
pearance in whatever periodical they may 
have seen. the light, had a greater or lesser 
number of changes made in them before be- 
ing, included in the volumes published under 
the tities of “‘ The Seven Seas” and “ The 
Five Nations.”’ 


Revision Follows Revision. 

The contents of these volumes have re- 
cently reappeared in the ‘‘ Collected Verse,” 
and, still more recently, the bulk of the 
prefatory and incidental verses scattered 
through his various prose works have been 
assembled in ‘‘ Songs from Books.” 

These reissues gave the opportunity for 
anmother revision which, especially in the 
case of many of the ‘‘ Songs from Books,”’ 
had results important enough to be consid- 
ered worth noting by the compilers of the 
** Kipling Index,’’ just issued by Macmillan. 

In no small numer of cases the result has 
taken the form of the addition of entire new 
stanzas to poems already well known. 

Readers will remember the verses affixed, 
to “The Puzzler” in ‘‘ Actions and Reac- 
tions, which contrast the volubleness of—

Clever Verse Incorporated. 

As formerly published the verses had but 
four stanzas. Between the third and the last 
we now find incorporated in “Songs from 
Books ” another:

Obliquely and by inference (llumination comes,

Bong.” Here again the poem, originally of 
four stanzas, is made, as the Index gays, 
‘* complete "’ by the addition of a fifth:

Equally will I punish the deed, 
Equally check the broil; 

Nowise permitting injustice at all 
From whatever doctrine it springs—

Notable Addition to “Kim.” 

One of the most notable additions which 
we have is in “* The Fairies’ Siege,”’ prefixed 
to the last chapter of ‘“‘Kim."’

OPENS WELBECK ABBEY. 


Duke of: Portland Entertains tn 
Vast Underground Fairy- 
land in Honor of Son.

LONDON, April 18.—The great social event 
of the week took place at Welbeck abbey, 
where the Duke and Duchese of Portland en- 
tertained 1,000 guests to celebrate the coming 
of age of their eldest son and heir, the Mar- 
quis of Titchfield, 

Weilbeck abbey with its vast underground 


apartments is one of the wonders of Eng- 


land. The fifth duke had a passion for pri- 
vacy and from the time of his succession to 
the title to his death he spent $35,000,000 on 
the abbey. 

On the night of a ball the vast subterra- 
nean galleries are like fairyland, notably the 
subterranean picture gallery, 160 by 64 feet, 
lighted by twelve huge glass chandeliers 
which show the priceless old masters which 
cover the walls. 


Sumptuous Underground Chambers. 

From the entrance to the park there ts a 
broad underground drive of a mile and a 
half to the Abbey, whence tunnels run in 
all directions for a total length of eleven 
miles. . 

The huge underground chambers include a 
riding school, where Joserh Chamberlain 
once addressed an audience of 6,000 persons. 
There is also a “tan gallop” of-a quarter 
of a mile, which is gaid to be the finest in- 
door exercise ground for horses in the world. 

Underground also is a “ rose corridor ” 150 
yards long which is arranged as a “ sitting 
out’ room. All the corridors are hung with 
tapestries. The underground apartments 
which are usually used as storerooms are 
richly decorated and well heated, and can 
be used as smoking rooms. 

There are three underground rooms adjoin- 
ing the picture gallery, where dancing is usu- 
ally held, but they can be. converted into 
supper rooms, and 400 guests can sit down 
at once.

BRITISH ARMY. 


Radical Demand for Democrati- 
zation Reveals Problems of 
Finance and Raises Questions 
of Fitness of Rank and File.

(SY A MILITARY CORRESPONDENT.} 
LONDON, April 18.—One of the most 1m- 


teresting features of the recent heated dis- 
cussions in parliament has boen the demand 
made by various Radical and Labor mem- 
bers that the army should be “ democra- 
tized,” No one, however, hae precisely de- 
Gned the meaning of the term, or has stated 
clearly what is in his mind in making this 


proposal. 

Let us start with an understanding about 
terms. Democracy is that form of govern- 
ment in which the practical ordering of the 
state is vested in and exercised by the peo- 
ple at large. In that sense the army ts al- 
ready democratized. 

The house of commons is elected by the 
people, and the army is maintained by the 
votes of the houge of commons. 

Were it not for the passing of the army 
bill annually the army would cease to exist; 
and the empire would vanish with it, for the 
army is the solder of the empire, and the 
destruction of the army and of the empire 
is a single operation. 


Commons Controls the Army. 

The house of commons supports the army 
by voting supplies, and can effect what 
changes it pleases in organization and num- 
bers by exercising the authority constitu- 
tionally vested in the lower chamber, 

These rights the house of commons fre- 
quently exercises, whether for good or ror 
evil, and the army is consequently governed 
by the democracy and is democratized. 

A democracy is often more stupid and 
more tyrannical than an autocracy, but it is 
not necessarily devoid of sense. : 

Every democracy recognizes that in an 
armed force an exact discipline must be ob- 
served, and that those who are guilty of 
crimes or seditiogs to the prejudice of good 
‘order and military discipline must be broyght 
to a more exemplary and speedy punish- 
ment than the usual forms of the law allow. 

This condition is expressly recognized by 
the preamble of the army (annual) act, and 
the rules and regulations which govern the 
army are framed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of that act, and consequently issue 
from the people and are democratic. 


Position of the Crown. 

Is the position of the crown in any sense 
opposed to the democratic ideal in relation 
to the army? Certainly not, for it is by the 
will of the people that the king reigns, and 
the crown is as much the offspring of demo- 
cratic ideals as the rest of our constitutional 
system. 

The defense of the realm has been wisely 
intrusted by the constitution to the crown. 
According to the opinion of our most emi- 
nent jurists the “ suprema potestas ” is in- 
herent in the crown, and the crown could not 
release itself from ita tenure if it would, 

In all democracies, in France as well as in 
the United States, the head of the state, as 
the French constitution declares, “ dispose 
de la force armée,”’ and any failure on the 
part of the ministers of the head of the state 
to keep the latter regularly informed of al! 
proceedings relating to the disposal of armed 
forces is unconstitutional and derogatory to 
the established democratic practice. 

If, for example, any minister in the recent 
crisis failed to keep the king regularly in- 
formed, or failed to take his orders, or au- 
thorized,.or failed to prevent the illegitimate 
use of the king’s name, such act would be un- 
constitutional and undemocratic, and no pos- 
sible excuse for such act or omission could 
be valid.

be half a dozen fn each batch.

Soldiering js a very expensive luxury for 
officers and for their parents, too. Few offi- 
cers reach rank of major general with- 
out the expenditure of thousands from their 
own or their parents’ capital. 

The Cost of Reform. 

In the struggle to live—the financial! strug- 
gle—hundreds faint and drop out of the ranks 
every year, and until this terrible disadvan- 
tage to soldiering is removed our corps of 
officers can never be free from constant and 
wearing anxiety. 

It is almost entirely a question of money. 
In the. United States a poor man, without a 
cent to bless himself with, can take a com- 
mission.

LONDON, April 18.—All ministries make

The pensions given are also equa! to three- 
quarters of full rates. In the United States 
the principle is accepted that the advantage 
of volutary service must be paid for cheer- 
fully, and when we adopt a similar attitude 
we shall achieve similar results. 

It will be costly, naturaliy. The. pay of 
the United States regimental officers is near* 
ly double that of ours, and though the cost 
of living is higher in America there is no 
Woubt that we cannot put the pay of officers 
on a proper footing and enable poor men to 
take commissions unless we are prepared to 
put down annually from $5,000,000 to $7,500, - 
000 additional for the army at home. 

Far Reaching Financial Effects. 

Wheén we do so we shal! have to weigh the 
consequences for the Indian budget, to con- 
sider the effect upon the navy, and to study 
pensions and that terrible noneffective vote 
which eats up so much money already. It is, 
in short, a large question, and any great 
change will have far reaching financial con- 
sequences. : 

To suppose that a change like this will, in 
itself, enable us to promote a great many: 
, men from the ranks is, however, a delusion. 
‘So long as we have a voluntary army, fe- 
cruited mainly from the ranks of the hungry 
and the unemployed, so long will this army 
only provide a small fractional percentage 
of men suitable for a corps of officers. 

We must begin much farther back. We 
must ha¥e continuation schools and schools 
for candidates for commissions from the 
ranks, and these reforms will take years to 
carry out and many more years to produce 
results. This is no reason why the reforms 
should not be initiated, but it is a reason 
egainst sanguine expectation of immediately 
beneficent results from them. 

The Principle of Promoticn. 

The principle of promotion from the ranks 
can only be extensively applied with good 
results when rich and poor serve together 
and when the talent and the industry of all 
classes of the population are at disposal! in’an 
army for our ultimate purposes. 

Give us the army of France or give us the 
Ulster volunteers, and to either of these

Tory members not tied to the chariot 
wheels of either Carson or Bonar Law are 
still working on federation ae a solution of 
the difficulty, but for the moment it must be 
acknowledged that there is a complete pause 
and we must await the filling up of the house 
of commons next week before we again re- 
turn to effective negotiations. 


General Election Again Discussed. 
Meantime the chief subject of discussion 
and rumor in British journals is whether 
we shall have a general election this year 
or not. It is impossible, under these condi- 
tions, to pronounce any certain judgment 
on prospects for the future, though speeches 
by Carson and some outpouring from the die- 
hards would point to a hardening of the sit- 
uation among the Tories. 

It is quite uncertain, even to the Tories 
themselves, what their final attitude will be. 
Balfour rémains one of the most enigmatic 
figures, but the general impression is that 
he means mischief, and will quietly but ef- 
fectively interfere to upset any compromise 


If he takes this attitude the whole Tory 
party may resolve to refuse Asquith's con- 
cessions and have the bill rejected on second 
reading by the house of lords and thus com- 
pel Asquith to pass the measure as it stands 
‘without any concessions whatever to Ulster 
and leave the Liberal ministry face to face 
with the difficulty of dealing with the Ulster 
volunteers by drastic military action. 


Probably Would Mean Bloodshed. 

If sucn counsels prevail it must mean that 
the Tories are ready to face the prospect of 
some bloddshed in Ulster in the hope that 
even @ small loss of life may produce an out-

CARSON ALLEGES A “PLOT,” 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

LONDONDERRY, April 18.—Sir waward 
Carson and the other members of the Ulster 
Unionist council have subscribed to a state- 
ment which, it is claimed, substantiates the 
persistent Unionist contention that the gov- 
ernment engin2ered a plot against the Ulater 
men with a view of forcibly suppressing the 
anti-home rule movement. 

The statement, which occupies a column in 
the newspapers, narrates a series of what 
are described as ‘actual facts,” beginning 
with Secretary of War Seely’s communica- 
tions to Lieut. Gen. Sir Arthur Paget in the 
week of March 15-21. 

The commanding officers at the Curraugh 
camp were. summoned to Dublin to confer 
with Gen. Paget, who told them that they 
would be expected to serve in Ulster. The 
officers demurred to this. 

Gen. Paget went to London and on his re- 
turn he told the officers that by order of Sec- 
retary of War Seely the government had de- 
cided on immediate active operations against 
Ulster and he had. been instructed to offer 
the reldctant officers the alternative of re- 
signing. Brig. Gen. Gough immediately re- 
signed and Brig. Gen. Chetwode was nomi- 
nated as his successor. 

Details of Warlike Plans. 

Gen. Paget again met the officers that same 
afternoon and detailed the preparations 
which had been made, including movements 
to guard the depots, which has since become 
common knowledge. It was further ex- 
plained that the Third cavalry brigade (Gen. 
Gough’s) was to seize and occupy the bridges 
and strategic points along the Boyne. 

The “fifth division of the army in Treland, 
which was stationed at the Curragh camp 
and in Dublin, was to speedily follow and 
permanently hold these points. The cavalry 
was then to move to other strategic points, 
and the Sixth division, stationed in the south 
of Ireland, was to replace the Fifth. Ten 
thousand men were to be brought from Al- 
dershot and elsewhere in England, making 
the total operating force 25,000 men. 

It is further explained that the object was 
to blockade Uister by land andqpea. The 
admiralty’s movement of warships, as al- 
ready known, was detailed by Gen. Paget. 

Police to Seize Arms. 

It was not intended that the army should

MARRIAGE 


AS A BAR 
TO EMPLOYMENT. 


British Civil Service Commission 
Reports Regulations Restrict- 
ing Rights of Women in Pub- 
lic Office and a Storm Follows,

. N, April 18.—The report of the civil 
service commission published this week is 
being widely discussed by the press. 
Especial interest attaches to the recom- 
mendations in regard ‘to the employment of 
women, particularily those which advocate 
their compulsory retirement on marriage, 
their segregation during office hours under 
female supervision, and their remuneration 
om terms of equality with men for similar 
work. J 
Generally speaking, the commission's re- 
port is favorably received, especially its in- 
sistence on the fundamental importance of 
harmonising civil service appointments with 
the educational system of the country and 
its proposals for a fuller application of the 
accepted principles of organization. 


Marriage Rule Is Opposed. 


The conditions laid down for the employ- 
ment of women, however, naturally provide 
the popular subject for discussion because 
so many social and economic problems are 
involved. Judging from representative views 
which find utterance in the press, a consid- 
erable body of public opinion deprecates 
the maintenance of a rule which compels pro- 
fessional women to retire on marriage. 

For instance, Marie Stopes, the eminent 
botanist, the first woman appointed to the 
science staff of the University of Manches- 
ter, writing to the Times, voices a very gen- 
eral objection when she says that innumer- 
able unexpected evila must follow unless 
married women are allowed the same free- 
dom of choice in regulating their private 
lives as other members of society. 

She declares clandestine marriages and ir- 
regular unions are certain to increase great- 
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ly if such interference with 
en's work continues. 


Objects to Segregation. 

Miss Cale, president of the federation of 
civil service clerks, strongly criticises the 
rule which requires the separation of the 
sexes during work hours and also cites the 
results of experience in Norway, Australia, 
and Canada to support the argument that 
women should not be debarred from any post 
in the ‘public service, even the highest, on 
the grounds of sex. pad ib ee os 

Mrs. Purdie, a well known manager of a 
chartered accountant organization, shrewd- 
ly observes that so long as society continues 
to expect men to support families itis un- 
fair to pay married men at the same rate 
as women, who by regulation are compelled 
to remain single. She considers the result 
of this rule in practice will be that men’s 
pay will be lowered by single women’s com- 
petition, thus eventually producing an eco- 


nomic ban on marriage in the public service. | 


Generally speaking, the criticiam tends to 
show public opinion is against arbitrary in- 
terference with married women’s profes- 
sional activities and ambitions except on 
valid administrative grounds. : 

It is interesting to note that the commis- 
sion récommends that the scale of pay for 
typists should hereafter be raised, beginning 
with $5 weekly and rising to a maximum of 
$8; shorthand typists to begin at $6.25, rising 
to $10.50. 


NEW REMEDY FOR RHEUMATISM 


Dr. Barthe Tells the French Academy 
of. Medicine of Use of 
Paraffin Wax. 


PARIS, April 18.—Cerotherapy treatment 
by wax for gout, rheumatism, sciatica, lum- 
bago, ulcers, and burns was advocated by 
Dr. Barthe before the Academy of Medi- 
cine this week. 

He said paraffin wax, when heated to 120 
degrees and applied, will keep the tempera- 
ture at 100 for hours. This is a great im- 
provement on old-fashioned poultices and 
hot compresses. 

In order to prove the absence of danger 
Dr. Barthe plunged into a bath of liquid 
paraffin at a temperature of 120 and allowed 
it to solidify. It was found that it produced 
no congestion and caused abundant perspira- 


tion without redness or softening of the tis-. 


gues. It alsaoreduced the arterial pressure. 

Dr. Barthe uses a paraffined mixture at 
a temperature of 175 for burns, ulcers, and 
wounds. This protects the wounds, as it 
solidifies and allows them to heal without 
leaving a scar.

ASKS 
MORE MILLIONS. 


Safety of the Country Against a 
Franeco-Russian Attack Calls 
for Another $250,000,000, in 

the View of Gen. Keim. 


BERLIN, April 18:—Maj. Gen. Keim, presi- 
dent of the German Army league, has started 
an agitation for another $250.000,000 for army 
purposes, without which, he declares, the 
safety of the country against French and 
Kussian attack cannot be guaranteed. Thie 
demand is in addition to the measure passed 
only last year, voting an extraordinary war 
tax of $250,000,000. 

Speaking before the branch of the Army 
league at Essen, Gen, Keim made a bitter 
attack on Count von Hertling, premier of 
Bavaria, who declared recently that the bur- 
den of armament taxation had reached its 
limit and that no further war taxes must be 
demanded for years to come.: 


Billion to Insure Peace. 
“The truth is.”’ continued Gen. Keim, 


‘“that we are not as strong as our possible 
opponents. We must make ourselves much 
stronger than we are. Only when we are 
atrongly intrenched can we rob our enemies 
of the courage to attack us from east and 
west and crush. us as in a vise. Is it not 
better for us to offer up another billion and 
insure peace? 

“If we do nothing to strengthen our mili- 
tary power, in the approaching war we shall 
see our wives and daughters violated by the 
Cossacks and Turkos (East African troops): 

France will take from us Alsace-Lorraine: 
Russia, East and West Prussia, and we shall 
have to pay an eventual war tribute of at 
least thirty billions.” 

Campaign for Army League. 

This speech, with the recent article by 
Gen. von Bernhardi of the same faction, 
pointing out alleged grave deficiencies in 
the country’s military forces, leaves no doubt 
that the Army league, which by its agitation 
paved the wayefor last year’s armament 
measures. is planning a new campaign.

IN BABY HYGIENE. ~ 


St. Pancras Memorial Sehoo!] in’ 
London Teaches Elementary 


Principles of Health and In- 
fant Management with Snecess. 


LONDON, April 8.—Striking evidence of’ 


the revolution of medical thought regarding 
infant care and management Is furnished by 
a report just presented to the National As- 
sociation for the Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality and for the: Welfare of Infancy by tts 
executive committee, of which Sir Thomas 
Barlow is chairman. : , . 
The committee, after pointing out that med- 
ical education is deficient in this respect, 
urges that a course of clinical instruction on 
infant hygiene should be arranged by all the

So far as the public aspect of the question 
is concerned there can be no question that 
one of the most useful educational schemes 
ever launched is that embodied in the North 
St. Pancras School for Mothers, which isa 
memorial to the energy and foresight of the 
late Dr. Sykes, medica! officer of health for 
St. Pancras. 3 


Objects of the School. 


The object’ of this school is primarily the ' 


teaching of elementary principles of héalth 
and infant managemnt. As the “ teaching 
material ’’ employed in the case of each of 
the mothers is her own child, the scheme Is 


| directly and immediately as well as educa- 


tionally valuable. } 

The women in most cases come to the 
school because their infants are not thriv- 
ing Their primary object is advice; not 
treatment, and they are shown that-the first 
condition of healthy childhood is an -enlight- 
ened motherhood. 

On the door of the school hangs the prohi- 
bition, ““No dummies admitted.” For the. 
benefit of the uninitiated it may be explained 
that a dummy is an “‘infant’s comforter,” 
and that the objections to its use are that 
it obscures the real cause of crying and 
thus prevents this being remedied, that it 
tends to alter and damage the normal shape 
of the child’s mouth, and that by a con- 


tinual stimulation of saliva digestion is up- 
‘ 


set. 


Young Mothers Get Training. 

This is the first lesson. The young mother, 
having learned it, is admitted to a room 
where a nurse awaits her. Her child is un- 
dressed and carefully weighed in her pres- 
ence, and the Importance of the relation be- 
tween weight,and age as‘an indication of the 
state of physical wellbeing is made clear. 
A chart is then drawn up on which full 


particulars ‘are entered and the baby sent 


upstairs to’ the doctor for‘examination. 
This examination constitutes what may be 
described as the lesson-in-chief upon which 
all future instruction will be based. It is 
carried out with great’ patience and thor-

A picture of the child’s condition ‘fs built 
up In her mind, side by side with a picture 
of what its condition ought to be, and thus 
A standard of comparison is instituted. 


Need for Fresh Air. 

Mést of the chilaren are sickly, suffering 
from mismanagement. They are pale, have 
flabby muscles, and are very peevish. In 
these cases it is first ascertained whether the 
mother has the child to sleep with her. 

If she does, she ts told that this habit tends 
to deprive the paby cf its proper supply of 

‘fresh air and encourages coughs and colds, 
leading often to enlarged tonsils and ade- 
hoide. 

The mother is shown how absolutely nec- 
essary fresh air is to any child, and assured 
that the air from an cpen window is much 
less dangerous than the draft from the human 
‘mouth. 

Many of the mothers advance the objection 
to this reasoning that a child which sleeps 
alone may lie over un its face and choke itseif. 
They are assured that such an even is unlike- 
ly in the extreme, und that the power re- 
quired to choke the average child is much 
greater than is commonly supposed. 

A child is capable of a pretty strenuous 
fight for its life. They are further advised 
to avoid all tight clothing, which may in- 
terfere with the baby’s breathing. 


As to Diet and Feeding. 

The question of diet and feeding is nex? 
discussed. This is undoubtedly the most im- 
portant matter of all, and the advantages 
of natural over artificial feeding are more 
strongly insisted upon than any other point 
in the teaching. 

' Many of the mothers are naturally skep- 
tical at their firat visit, but comparison be- 
tween the babies and those of the older pupils 
soon convinces them of the value of the 


teaching, and subsequent visits confirm this 


belief. 

The charts in the vast majority of cases 
show a steady increase of weight and growth, 
and the babies a steady improvement in con- 


dition. 
It speaks for the appreciation in which the 
school is held in the district that old pupils 


and that the number of pupils is increasing to 
an embarrassing extent. 


DESCRIBES NOVEL OPERATION. 


New York Surgeon Tells German Or- 
thopedic Society of Cure for 
Bone Tuberculosis. 


BERLIN, April 18.—One of the most in- 
teresting papers at this week’s congress in 
Berlin of the German Orthopedic society 
was delivered by Dr. F. H. Albee of New 
York, who described the results obtained 
from 250 successful operations for tubercu- 
losis of the vertebree. 

The operations were carried out by trans- 
planting a chip or splinter from the shin- 
bone to the affected part of the spine. Dr. 
Albee stated that the method was techni- 
cally simple and the patient promptly re- 
covered from the effects. 

The congress received Dr. Albee’s paper 
with marked favor, but the speakers who 
discussed it said that German orthopedists 
had not had sufficient experience with the 


method to recommend it unreservedly.

| PACIFIC PROBLEM. 


Defense Conference of Great Brit- 
ain and Her Dominions Urged 
by Australia and New Zealand; 
Eyes Are on Japan. 


LONDON, April 18.—Plans for a defense 
conference of Great Britain and her domin- 
fons are assuming form and will be complete 
when the consent of Canada is gained. 

Australia and New Zealand have already 
announced their desire for such a conference 
‘and since the problem of the Pacific will be 
the chief topic considered by the meeting, it 
is believed that Canada will join the other 
dominions. 

As the result of the trip which a parliamen- 
tary committee made to the dominions, it was 
found that Australian and New Zealand 
Statesmen believe firmly that the problem 
of the coming decade will be the maintenance 
of supremacy for the white race in the Pa- 
cific. 

australia’ and New Zealand have not taken 
kindly to the suggestion made by Winston 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, in his 
speech introducing the naval estimates, that 
the safety of those two countries was secured 
by the Anglo-Japanese alliance. William 
Ferguson Massey, prime minister of New 
Zealand, led an attack on the first lord in 
a recent speech at Greymouth in which he 
said he did not believe the alliance had: se- 
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cured the safety of the British dominions in 
the antipodes. 


Australia Wants No Japanese, 

J. Hume Cook, prime minister of the com- 
monwealth of Australia, who stated the case 
for the dominion at great length, said:. 

“We are told by imperial statesmen that 
the Pacific is being made safe and secure, not 
by the might and the majesty of the British 
fieet, but by the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
That raises for Australia a serious question. 
Ihope that Australia will always be on friend- 
ly terms with Japan and get closer to her 
in the relations of trade and commerce and 
the peaceful acts of civilization, and that 
the treaty will continue in its present form 
for I believe it to be a great power for peace; 
but when Australia is asked to rely on the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty for the defense of the 
Pacific a serious situation is created. 

“ Japan is a nation whose people Australia 
does not admit to her shores. * White Aus- 
tralia’ ideals must be defended at all costs 
as a cardinal principle of Australian political 
belief. Japanese civilization differs radically 
from that in Australia, which is compelled to 
see no mixing of races in her territory. 


Distrusts Treaty Obligations. 

“While it is true, as Mr. Churchill. said, 
that the naval forces should be concentrated 
under a united command on the chief theaters 
of operations, it should not be forgotten that 
the empire’s naval problem is a dual one. 
Not only should the imperial power be de- 
veloped in relation to the wurld problem in 
order that there should be an imperial navy 
to fight In any and every sea where imperial 
interests are threatened, but world-wide 
preparations must be combined to make it 
possible to concentrate forces at any point 
wherever the dominions have the greatest 
menace. 

‘‘ australia hopes that the imperial fleet 
will'be so developed and organized that this 
country shall be in no way dependent abso- 
lutely on treaty obligations with any foreiga 
power whatever.’ ’

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AMERICA, THE UNSINGING. 
A critic, Mr. César Saerchinger, writing 


in the International recently, makes a sug- 
gestive comment on the question, often

A WASTE OF TIME. 

The “long vacation ” for city schools is 
an unnecessary waste, and worse than 
waste. This has been the opinion of THE 
Trisunz, and it is to be noted that the 
opinion is spreading among educators. 

Conspicuous among those who hold this 
view is the federal commissioner of educa- 
tion, Dr. Claxton, who has expressed him- 
self recently on this subject. “The 
schools,” he asserts, should provide some 
kind of instruction for the children through 
what is now, in most cities, a long, waste- 
fal vacation.” | 

The long vacation idea was the product 
of.a rural community and of a country of 
comparatively small cities. In the great 
cities of today it is out of place, and unques- 


tionably does more ‘harm than good. It 


turns children into the streets and relaxes 
all discipline for a long period. 

There has been a vague theory that a long 
“rest” is needed for the health of youth- 
It is not sound’ What is injurious is daily 
confinement for too many hours, too much 
physical restraint and too little variety of 
activity during the day. The abounding 
vitality of childhood requires frequent out- 
lets, and perhaps a day will came when the 
heavy hands of taxeaters and politicians 
will be shaken off our schools and we shall 
have plenty of large; airy schools and play- 
grounds attached. Then the long vacation 
will be even legs excusable than it is now, 
but we ought not to wait for utopia. 

Recently thig question of the long vaca- 
tion was raised in Chicago, and the teachers, 
if we recall rightly, contended that the child 
needs two months’ “* rest ’’.in summer, that 
the teacher needs it, and, further, that teach-. 
ers already are underpaid and ought not to 
be asked to give more service without more 
pay. 

As to the “ need” of the city child to be 
turned out into the city streets for eight or 
nine consecutive weeks, we recommend to 
the teachers a little second thought. 

As to their own “ need ” of a similar vaca- 
tion, we think’ a better argument can be 
made. Cértainly dynamic teaching “ takes 
it out” of the teacher tremendously. That 
is, if a teacher throws her whole power 
intensely into her daily work to adjust her- 
self to each child's need, to energize her 
pupils by her own magnetism, to draw 
constantly on her own resources of initia- 
tive and enthusiasm, it is not to be doubted 
she needs a considerable period of rest and 
opportunity for change of scene and relaxa- 
tion. But with all due respect to and ap- 
preciation for the teaching body, it must be 
suggested that this type of teacher is not 
representative; Indeed, he or she is quite 
rare, and may very easily be considered 
apart and given special privileges, for he 
or she accomplishes more in a day than the 
routine teacher in ten. 

But considering not the rare,’ inspired 
teacher but the average industrious, faith- 
ful teachers of the rank and file; does their 
work so wear upon them as to make it neces- 
sary for them to be relieved of it for two 
consecutive months a year in addition to 
two weeks at Christmas, one week in the 
spring, and Saturdays through the school 
year? 7 

Perhaps 80. But why? Men and even 
women in business calling for concentrated 
attention to detail, frequent exercise of 
judgment, and the assumption of responsi- 
bility; men in the most arduous and exact- 
ing professiors, the law, medicine; men and 
women in high tension work like that of 
the daily newspaper—none of these gets any 
such relief from effort, although the drain 
on them is at least as great, and in mang 
cases, especially in the professions named, 
it is probably considerably greater. News 
paper men get two weeks, or a month at 
the most in rare cases, and no half holidays. 
Doctors and lawyers usually take a month 
or six weeks, but they often work without 
break for long periods. 

The teachér cannot maintain her case on 
this point. But as to compensation, there is 
a good deal more to be said. If many young 
teachers are not underpaid, many experi- 
enced men and women in this work are, and 
pretty generally they have too many pupils 
for that effective work which is necessary 
to make any profession worth while to the 
conscientions practitioner. But these are 
considerations which should be taken up on 
their own merits. They do not affect the 
fact that in great cities the long summer 
vacation is a waste to the vast mass of public 
school children. 

The subject is recommended to the thor- 
ough consideratiokof our school boatd and 
school administration. 


TRAINING CAMPS. 

_Ldve young college men with or without 

much money to spend on a summer vaca- 
tion will do well te take advantage of the 
war department’s innovation, the military 
instruction ¢amps. 
‘ This intetesting experiment was tried 
last summer with great success at Mon- 
terey, Cal., and at Gettysburg, and it is 
propesed to extend the plan this season, in- 
cluding a camp at Ludington, Mich., which 
the college men of the middle west may at- 
tend. 

Only those will be allowed to attend 
who are students in good standing of a 
first’ class university, college, or in the grad- 
uating class at high or preparatory schools 
or recent university or college graduates, 
and those who have received a satisfactory 
official war department certificate of at- 
tendance ate previous student camp. Ap- 
plicants must be citizens of the United 


States or have declared their intention of s0 '

The students will 
receive the benefit of, military instruction 
from competent commanders, lectures by 
prominent officers, the benefits of outdoor 
life, and the broadening influence which 
fosters patriotic spirit and instills military 
ideas. | 
Here is what one college contingent re- 
ported on its experience: “ There was the 
broadening influenee derived from close ac- 
quaintanceship with men from other col- 
leges, particularly those from the south, 
whose ideas we found affected our own 
somewhat prejudiced opinions to a very 
great extent. The physical and. mental 
training was splendid. The general dis- 
cipline, setting-up exercises, cavalry and 
artillery drills, and sham battles were not 
oaly interesting and, in the latter case, ex- 
citing, but they all tended towards the 
perfecting of brain and muscle, while the 
regular hours and primeval style of life 
which we led created energy and yim in 
our bodies, There were sports of all 
kinds, including swimming, baseball, and 
soccer, a long march from Gettysburg to 
Mt. Gretna, and a war game with a com- 
pany of regulars while on the march, which 
ended in our baggage train being captured 
just before we reached Mt. Gretna. The 
evenings were passed pleasantly around the 
camp fire, with an occasiona! dance at 
Gettysburg or Mt. Gretna.” 

Leading college presidents of the coun- 
try indorse the camp idea and it is to be 
hoped it will be widely developed. Not 
only is it good in itself as providing a 
healthy, instructive, and entertaining vaca- 
tion, at small expense, but it accomplishes 
important public service in the education 
of patriotic citizenship. 


NO CENSORSHIP. 

Mr. Holbrook Blinn, appearing with his 
players in one act plays, speedily found Art 
in collision with the Police. When Art and 
the Police bump into each other they clutch 
in an uncomprehending but stubborn fash- 
ion, with fine rage and scorn on one side and 
with determination at once uncertain and 
resolute, on the other—determination reso- 
lute to do something and uncertain as to why 
and what. 

It ds not necessary to consider the points 
in controversy between Mr. Blinn’s art and 
the police. Mr. Blinn was certain of the 
artistic and moral worth of his plays. The 
critics were not. The police were persuaded 
by sight and hearing that some of them were 
vicious. 

Mr. Blinn, confronted with a police order 
for suppression, exclaimed that if censorship 
were to be established, it might at least be 
intelligent. A police sergeant, Mr. Blinn 
is convinced, is not an intelligent agent in 
this respect. , 

“A censorship committee,” said Mr. 
Blinn, “ should be composed of intelligent, 
well read, experienced men or women. Now, 
my idea would be to have men chosen from 
every walk of life—a university professor, 
an artist, a minister, a doctor, an alderman, 
a playwright, and so on. No one minds be- 
ing judged by peers or equals, but it is this 
criticiam of genius or talent by uncompre- 
hending minds that galls.” 

What Mr. Blinn suggests has the distine- 
tion of being worse than the police method 
against which he protests. The occasional 
blundering intervention of the police, wheth- 
er with or without justification, is to be pre- 
ferred to the establishment of a censorship. 

The temptation ever present with the cen- 
sor is to censor. That is his office and that 
is his duty. His reasoning is simple and dis- 
astrous. He's a censor, therefore, he must 
find something to bring under his authority; 
something to refuse license, to expurgate, to 
drive out. If he does not prove that he is 
standing between society and a contaminat- 
ing influence he offers himsclf as evidence 
that he is not needed. It is not the habit of 
bureaucracy to prove that its services are 


dispensable. 


gressive agency of suppression. The police 
act when it is brought to their attention that 
a production is offensive to decency and mor- 
als. Frequently they blunder. Frequently 
they are as uncomprebending as Mr. Blinn 
says they are, but they are less dangerous 
to freedom within the limits set for freedom 
than a board of censors would be. 

Censorship elsewhere, whatever it might 
prove to be here, has been largely an at- 
tempt at the limitation of intelligence. In 
Great Britain it -is the ludicrous but stub- 
born target for the scorn of the best minds 
in the country. Its ineptness is amazing 
and its prohibitions ridiculous, and with sin- 
gular certainty it sees viciousnese in plays 
which are honest and virtue in productions 
which are inherently vicious. 

Where and when has censorship of pro- 
ductions for mature minds been intelligent?

The four jaw teeth come between the twen- 
ty-fourth and the thirtieth months.

10. Should baby be breast fed? How 
long? Why? Yes. It saves lives, pre- 
yents illness, and spares the mother. Dr. 
Davis, the Boston statistician, says that a 
bottle fed baby over two weeks old is six 
times as liable to die as a breast fed baby. 
A healthy baby should ordinarily be weaned 
between the ninth and tenth months. The 
baby must learn to build its bones and mus- 
cles out of the materials provided by nature. 
When the teeth begin to come, it is a sign 
that the system of the child is getting ready 
to take care of other food than the mother’s 
milk. 
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11. How often should baby nurse? Dr. 
Jacobi says: “ The interval between nurs- 
ings can be regulated best when you know 
how much milk the baby gets in twenty-four 
hours. An ordinary baby thrives best on 
not more than seven meals in twenty-four 
hours during the first three months of life 
and often will do as well or better on six 
feedings. An effort should be made eurly to 
cut down night feedings, as it fayors the 
welfare of both mother and child.”

Place 
them against a hot water bag or hold them 
before an open fire; apply a hot flanne! to 
the abdomen, or: let the child lie upon its 
stomach across a hot water bag. I? the 
colic continues, a half teacupful of warm 
water containing ten drops of turpentine 
may be injected into the bowels with a ssr- 
inge; at the same time the abdomen should 
be gently rubbed so as to start the wind. If 
the gas is in the stomach, half of a soda 
mint tablet may be given in a tablespvonful 
of warm water.”

DISPUTE WITH LANDLORD. 

Chicago, April 12.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.J—June 1, 1912, I 
leased a small store, with living rooms in 
the rear, a basement, and a barn, all in- 
cluded in the lease, at $20 per month, the 
lease expiring April 30, 1913. 

About a month before my lease expired 
the landlord told me he thought he would 
have to have $25 a month for the coming 
year (1413), and when I told him I would 
not pay more than I bad been paying, he 
said: ‘All right, I guess we will have to 
let it run along the same as it has been.” 

I did not sign a lease for 1913, but con- 
tinued to stay and pay the same rent as 
for the previous year. 

The first year I sublet the barn for a 
garage at $5 per month and had it rented 
nearly all the time, but the next year the 
landlord took charge of the barn without 
consulting me, put some things I had in it 
into the basement, and rented it as his to a 
man. 

Did my staying another year, paying the 
same rent, give me the same es I had had 
when I had a written lease, and since I 
have paid all my rent for the year, am I 
not‘entitled to the rent for the barn for 
the year ending April 30, oe 


By staying in possession you had the same right 
to these premises after April 80, 1913, as before. 
However, where you allow the landlord to rent the 
barn and collect the rent for so long a time, your 


claim will be difficult to enforce.

"Can Fall Sharply. 


ow, 8 cars and 88,700 bu; New York, April 18.—The heavy selling 


movement ofthe week came to an end with 
another vigorous drive early in today’s mar- 
Ket. The favorite stocks were unloaded in 
large amounts, and in several cases prices 
were hammered down: one to two points. 
Union Pacific, Reading, Steel, and Can sold 
at the lowest figures of the year. 

This happened in the first half hour of trad- 
ing. Then followed a quiet recovery which 
proceeded steadily to the close. In thé belief 
that the selling movement had run its course 
for the time being, the bulls. took on stocks 
for a turn and succeeded in running up prices 
to a point which brought the market about 
on a level with the preceding close. In spite 
of the rally there were no indications of un- 
easiness on the short side. 


Support for Rail Shares. 

Lehigh Valley and Missouri Pacific, whose 
weakness yesterday approached demoraliza- 
tion, met with support today, These stocks 
were in keen demand from the shorts and 
made net gains of more than a point each. 


Announcement of plans for carting for the New 
Haven and Missouri Pacific notes, which soon fall 
due, strengthened the stocks of these roads.

Benefits to Be Derived from New 
Rule on Records. 


GIVES MANY OPPORTUNITY. 


Several Owners Hope to Develop Stars 
Next Summer.

Now that entries have closed for many of 
the big trotting events next summer horse- 
men are discovering just what benefit is the 
new rule regarding records to certain horses 
whose best marks were obtained against 
time or in a losing race—all records of that 
sort having beeo declared null and void so 
far ae racing ‘s concerned, but in full force 
and effect for advertising and sale purposes. 
In the 2:14 trot at Detroit, and in like events 
at Cleveland and Pittsburgh, a few trotters 
that appear to have a chance are named by 
virtue of the usw rule. On past perform- 
ance the best of this class is the young mare 
Rhythmel, 2:06, in a losing race last season. 
She won two heats in the Kentucky futurity 
as a 3 year old in 2:08, 2:08%, took her 2:06% 
mark last fall in a losing race, and on that 
sort of showing is regarded by many horse- 
men as the best thing in sight for the 2:14 
purses of 1914, 


“Green” Trotters Dangerous. 

It is true Rhythmel will meet several 
“green” trotters which showed 2:07 or 
better in public last year, Linda Wrona, 
Lowise Dillon, and Hazel Laing being in this 
class, but a one heat exhibition is not a four 
or five heat race for a big purse, with plenty 
of acoring thrown in, and, when it comes to 
that sort of contest, the starters that have 
raced well always are figured first by the 
eritics. The others may be racehorses, but 
will be so tagged only after they have shown. 
' Barney Gibbs and Peter Johnston are to 
be reckoned with in the big trots. In 1912 
the Gibbs horse was a whale in workouts, 
but was off form all last summer, the money 
paid to name him from one end of the grand 
circuit to the other being burned up.

At the end of tnd third degree business we 
found that we would have to take a final long 
chance with him. It must be understood that 
Corbett was notin condition at this time. He 
was not in training and that is very essent/q! 
to boxing. Ten-thirty was reached. I was 
the referee and the timekeeper. The thea- 
ter was simply jammed: The sporting com- 
munity had paid all kinds of prices to get in. 
Seats were sold on the sidewalk for $10 
apiece. Philadelphia felt that at.last Cor- 
bett was going to get a real test from the 
invincible gas house giant.

Just before we went into the ring Corbett 
came to me and said, “ Now, Bill, I will take 
one chance with this fellow and if I fail you 
will have to call time ‘and make the rounds 
very. short.”’ 

I believe that Corbet at this particular 
point feared Monahan more than he feared 
John L, Sullivan when he got into the ring 
with him later on. | 

Monahan came into the ring with the confi- 
dence of a Napoleon. The bell sounded; they 
went to the center. He made a speedy rush 
at Corbett and hit him a quick blow in the 
stomach, then grabbed him and tried to 
throw him off the stage. Instantly there 
was pandemonium in the house. Monahan 
rushed Corbett all over the place. But Cor- 
bett took no chances, He stood back and 
gritted his teeth. Monahan rushed for him, 
It looked bad for Corbett, but he winked to 
me not to ring the bell. Another lunge from 
Monahan, another lunge, and then Corbett 
shot his right hand across on Monahan’s jaw 
and knocked him stiff. It took a minute to 
bring him to. 

We went back to the dressing room and 


oy 


then discovered what it had cost us to knock 
out the gashouse-giant and rescue Corbett’s 
reputation. Two of his knuckles were 
knocked back into the middle of his hand, 
That was the end of Corbett’s attempting to 
meet the ‘‘ all comers,’’ with one of two ex- 
ceptions, up te the time he entered the ring 
with Sullivan. 

We then planned a tour throughout the 
United States, making a single appearance 
in each city, carrying only about eight peo- 
ple and recruiting in each place we visited 
with local boxers. | 

We would go into a town with Corbett, his 
sparring partner, and one or two others. We 
would get all the ambitious boys in the town 
who wanted to fight interested, and in that 
way provide the entertainment necessary be- 
fore Corbett went on. We paid the boys from 
$10 to $20 a bout. The same thing is done 
now at Madison Square garden. Of course, 
the moment the thing got brutal in any way 
we stopped it. ; 

That was the plan for our tour, which was 
to include the whole country, and we hoped 
to clean up not only enough to defray Cor- 
bett’s training expenses for his battle with 
Sullivan, but a tidy sum besides. 

After we'd been doing this about a week 
we discovered it would be necessary, in order 
to engage great local interest and secure fine 
receipts, to get somebody to stand before 


Corbett other than his sparring partner, be- 
cause the public is apt to regard such things 
as cut and dried affairs. And as Corbett’s 
hands were in bad conaition we did not pro- 
pose again to take any chances with stran- 
gers or “ all comers.’’ 

So we hit upon the idea of sending Connie 
McVey ahead of the show a couple of weeks. 
McVey was the man we had discovered in 
Philadelphia—the man who “ knew how to 
be knocked out.’’ He was to go to the differ- 
ent places we were to play, “ discover” 
that Corbett was to appear there, and imme- 
diately issue a challenge to figiit him on his 
arrival. In this way Connie fought Corbett 
all over the United: States under different 
names. In Hartford he was known as Joe 
Nelson, the Maine terror; in Rochester he 
was Alex Conelli, the Canadian giant; in 
Columbus, O., he fought Corbett as Jim 
Durand, the mountain terror from Kentucky. 

His aliases were always made appropriate 
to the section of the country in which he 
was operating. For instance, in Milwaukee 
he was John Olsen, the terror of the lumber 
camps; in Butte City he gave a battle that 
created intense enthusiasm under the title 
of the Walla Walla giant. 

In Los Angeles McVey took on a Mexican 
alias, which appealed strongly to the por- 
tion of the population that had Spanish blood 
in its veins and wanted to see one of their 
kind defeat the upstart from the north. In 
Tucson Corbett knocked McVey out in one 


’ pound as the terror of Arizona, while in El 


Paso the many titled man put up a pretty 
match as the Texas Pet. In all these places 
Connie was received as a world beater. _ 

We would arrive in town and find him rid- 
ing afound in an open barouche with the 
mayor. The man who had the nerve to meet 
Corbett became the hero of every community 
he visited. For two weeks prior to the com- 
ing of our show Connie, under his different 
aliases, lived like a king, grew fat, and pros- 
pered. 


~~ 

McVey’'s personality lent itself beautifully 
to our scherhe. He was a very big man, 
weighing = 240 pounds. That he looked 
like a real champion was demonstrated when 
Corbett visited Dublin, years later, after de- 
feating Charley Mitchell. There were 20,000 
Irishmen at the depot and in the streets to 
meet us on that occasion. Some of them 
found Corbett, carried him on their shoulders 
to his carriage, took the horses out of the 
rig, and hauled it by hand to the Queen's 
hotel;.on O'Connell street. 

Others in the mob found Connie McVey, 
and, in spite of his protests, carried him on 
their shoudlers to his carriage, unhitched the 
horses, and pulled him up another street to 
the same hotel. So there were two Corbetts 
dragged through the streets of Dublin that 
day! 

In the declining days of Corbett’s reputa- 
tion he was matched to box twenty rounds 
with Tom Sharkey at the Lexington Athletic 
club in New York. Connie McVey was in 
the corner, and when in the eighth round 
Sharkey had Corbett practically beaten and 
on the verge of a knockout, McVey jumped 
into the ring and rushed between them and 


90 lost the fight for Corbett by afoul. But , 


he saved his beloved friend from the knock- 
out. McVey was one of the most faithful 
creatures I ever knew.

One fine distinction with which profession, 
al ball players and fans are fairly familiar 
but which puzzles a lot of beginners, fas 
do with the effect of juggling the bal! in mak 
ing a catch either of a throw or @ swatta 
fly. : 

Take the case of a runner sprinting to fr 
base after a fair hit. The play is close. Th 
thrown ball reaches the first basemau’s 
hands an instant ahead of the runner, but 
bounds a few inches out of the baseman’ 
hands. He recovers and holds it beforat 
ball touches the ground, but in the 
the runner crosses the base. That runner 
safe. When there is a force play being 
at second, third, or home, and the runse 
does not have to be touched, the same rule 
holds true. 

Take another case where a runner who's 
not forced tries for a base. The ball b-als 
him and he is touched before reaching safety, 
but the force of the touch or some other 
reason. causes the baseman to juggle the 
ball. He recovers and holds it before 
touches the ground.

Rules Cover Both Cases.. 

For this nne distinction there is auth 
in the rules themselves.- In section Sof 
56, which applies to the play at first ’b 
there.is no getting away fromthe fact th 
ball, must be “ securely” held before th 
runner touches the base. Seetion 9 of +r 
same rule, which applies to plays in 
the runner has to be touched, has nothing to 
say about holding the ball “ securely” be 
fore the runner is touched, The only proviso 
is that the ball must be held after the map 
is tagged, and even then, if the runnerg 
Palpably knocks the ball out of his opp 
nent’s hands, he is out just the same. Of 
course, if a baseman juggles the catch and 
fails to tag a runner until that runner hip 
the base he is not out. 

There is an arbitrary ruling when an ot 
fielder juggles a fly ball and a runner trie 
to advance after the catch.

Playwrights 
have made their wives notoriously unhappy. 
They are the hardest men in the world i 
get along with. Moderns say it; history 
proves it. 

Whether it is temperament or temper; 
whether it is an existence of wine, women, 
and song, or the close seclusion of the her- 
mit; regardless of circumstances and condi- 
tions the women who have married play- 
wrights have been the most unhappy women 
on earth. 

It isn’t so much a case of the artistic tem- 
perament—for many musicians and authors 
have that—and the percentage of unhappi- 
ness is not nearly so great among them as 
among the ill-fated playwrights. Statistics 
Say every year 10 per cent of the population 
secure divorce. How much more startling 
are the figures of the unhappiness among 
dramatists. | 

Fifty per cent of the dramatists are either 
separated or divorced. 

Everyone knows the misery that resulted 
in the Shakspeare family, both for Anne 
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Hathaway and for the great dramatist. For 
after all, the contention is not merely that 
the wives are unhappy but that the play- 
wrights themselves suffer from the excess 
of nervous irritability which disturbs their 
home. | 
Poor Anne Hathaway, who after years of 


devotion and self-submersion, was remem-_ 
bered ‘with these few slighting words in Wil-- 


liam Shakspéare’s will: “And to my. wife, 
Anne Hathaway, I leave my Second best 
bed.” 

Or there was Moliére, who resisted the wiles 
of Hymen until he was nearly 40, and then 
married Armande Béjart, only 17 years old. 


‘Armande was a raving beauty, and soon became 


one of the most popular members of the 
Parisian stage. But she was selfish and 
flippant, and Moliére was furiously and un- 
reasonably jealous. Though only middle 
aged, he had all of an old man’s querylous- 
ness, and he made life miserable for her. He 
was impatient, demanding, and jealous of 
her professionally. : 

Goethe was a notorious old flirt, and gave 
his affairs so much -air and daylight that 
no one could escape from them, least of all, 
Christiane Vulpius, the patient wife at home.

She:tried always.to remember 
the. early days of her’ romance, when the 
lovable young Richard had chivalrously 
taken her to France. to escape persecutions 
at home, to recall the early days of. her mar- 
riage, or those days of overwhelming joy 
when Sheridan was recovering from the duel 
he had fought for her sake.

so terribly that she never recovered from. 


the shock of her interview with Wilde after 
his imprisonment, and died shortly after his 
release. 

Strindberg was. notoriously unhappy and 
miserable, and made every woman who ever 
came in contact with him miserable and un 
happy also. Three times he attempted mar- 
ital bliss and at the end of that time was a 
confirmed woman hater.

Swallowed up in the abyss of London’s slums, there is nothing 
too black, too bleak to write of his sufferings and privations. He 
lived the life of an outcast with thieves and drunkards and wrecks. 
One night he slept in a refuge, the next in a park. He lacked 
food and shelter and raiment. And when every help and aid was 
gone, a harlot, pitifully poorer and yet richer than he, cared for 
him and mothered him with the divine generosity which underlay 
all her frailty. Humility and reverence, faith and tenderness had 
never come to her. before, and she repaid him with graces as 
simple as a,child’s and as straightforward as a saint’s. 

In later years he wrote of her: 


Forlorn and faint and stark 
I had endured through watches of the dark 
The abashless inquisition of each star, 

. . . bled of strength, 
I awaited the inevitable last. 
Then there came past 
A child ; like thee, a spring flower; but a flower 
Fallen from the budded coronal of Spring, 
And through the/city streets blown withering. 
She passed—O brave, sad, lovingest, tender thing! 
And of her own pittance did she give 

_ That I might eat and live; 

Then fled, a swift and trackless fugitive. 


In these slums and of this sad product of their filth he ieesteid 
to the very heart of pity; in this grime and moral murkiness he 
comprehended the mercy and the loving kindness of the Eternal.

THE WRETCHED HIS FRIENDS. 
Francis Thompson was born in Preston, England, in 1859. His 


father, a surgeon, selected the priesthood as a vocation for his - 


son and sent him to Ushaw college. There he mused and dreamed 
and whiled away months and years until his teachers advised him 
to leave. Again his father selected a profession, this time medi- 
cine, and Francis failed to make good. Once more he tried, this 
time the army—but who could imagine this impractical dreamer 
in the stern discipline of the army! 

Despair, hopelessness, conviction of ineptitude and inability 
filled his soul. He drifted to London, became addicted to the 
opium habit—a habit which clung to him obstinately through life. 

He had no friends, and yet every wretch was his friend. He 
Often said afterwards that there were none so generous as the 
poor. He learned of their slang, their life, their crimes. Too, he 
learned of the workhouse and the homes of refuge. He found 
that in those depths prison is held to be no disgrace, often a com- 
fortable way of escaping the cold and hunger of the streets. And 
as week succeeded week he found how surprisingly slow death is 
on a shilling a day. ' 

But most he fretted about the childhood of the slums. The 
laugh, not the cry, of the children familiar with all evil was what 
‘appalled him most. In later years he wrote: 

“ The very streets weigh upon me. Those horrible streets, with 
their gangrenous multitude blackening ever into lower mortifica- 
tion of humanity . . . These lads who have almost lost the 
faculty of human speech; these girls whose very utterance is a 
hideous blasphemy against the sacrosanctity of lovers’ language. 

. . We lament the smoke of London; it were nothing with- 
out the fumes of congregated evil.”

NEVER TO KNOW HAPPINESS. 

But at length, almost by chance it seems, a friendly hand was 
reached out to him—a hand which gradually pulled him safely to 
the shores of sanity, of reason, and of expression.

Once under Mr. Meynell’s kindly, watchful eye, 
Thompson learned how to work, learned how to relax 
and how to develop; but he was never to know com- 
forts or joy or love. 

“He came,” says his biographer, “ to feel the futility 
of all writings save such as were explicitly a confession 
of faith.” 

Life was made up of symbols to him, and to him the 
real only symbolized the unseen and the visionary.

This poem 
has been the most popular of all his collection and has 
sold in 60,000 separate copies outside of the: regular 
edition.

Thompson’s life might have been of a martyr or a saint, so 
rigidly did he deny himself pleasures and joys—or hardly that— 
so scrupulously did he transmute earthly pleasures into spiritual

With all the world for cell 
is the spirit in which Thompson treats life. A more barren life 
cannot be imagined. Physical self-denial, a disregard of personal 
luxuries, never the right food, never enough clothes were the 
common lot of this poet, even when he was writing fairly steadily. 
At no time did he possess a bookcase nor volumes enough to 
crowd the slenderest shelf. A man less incumbered cannot be 
thought of in these days of possessions. His inclination was to 
love “ the impersonal riches—the free flames, uncaged air, water 
without pitcher, and the wandering winds.” 

Something as rigorous as the vows of a monk bound him to his 
manner of life. He misused all the conveniences of existence ; 
sought no shelter from the cold—indeed, seemed always to be out 
in the rawest weather, a pitiful, shivering creature—kept no easy 
hours, mismanaged his work, his food, his rest. 

“To look at,” says Mr. Meynell, “ he was something between 
a lamp lighter and a man of letters; but nearer the lamp lighter, 
unless, seeing him stand beneath a street gas jet to write an over- 
due article, one noticed he carried a pencil instead. of a pole. 
Thus were the flares of Brown’s book stalls in Bishop’s road used 
by him. On and on he would write until the last shutter was 
closed and the gas turned down. Then, dashing off the final sen- 
tence, he would rush into the shop to sell his book and to hoes

DEATH CAME BEFORE FAME. 

There was one fault, if you could call it that, which he could 

never overcome. He could not get up in the morning. He would 
mean to, swear to, try to. But it was impossible. He wrestled 
and prayed, and in vain. ‘The solicitations were really, although 
he did not know it, prayers for the energy and strength which he 
did not possess. He was apprenticed to both industry and idle- 
ness. 
With the years came increasing absentmindedhéss, languor, 
carelessness. He couldn’t get along without laudanum, and all 
efforts to ‘secure medical aid were fruitless. One of the most 
noticeable: effects of the habit was his constant repetition of a 
phrase or word or thought during the evening’s conversation. 
When he spent an evening reiterating’ that last August was hot 
but that this was hotter, he was really saying it over and over 
again in an effort not to voice his physical needs and not to cry, 
“ Where is my laudanum?” 

In these years he had made faithful friends, many of them, and 
their fames make up the honor list of England’s greatest men. 


There were Patmore, his best friend, and the Meynells, Georgey 


Meredith, William Archer, Rossetti. But he was So reticent that 
he was never very close to any of them. The journals were al- 
ready full of misrepresentations and misconceptions of his early 
life, and except for the small circle of devoted friends he died 
with little recognition, little praise, but with the promise of a glo- 
rious future, which is just being fulfilled. 

Seven years ago he died. And the entirety of his pitifGl prop- 
erty, if one can call it that, was a tin box of refuse—pipes that 
would not ‘draw, unopened letters, a spirit lamip without a wick, 
pens that would not write—a small abundance that remained 
merely because he had neglected to throw it away.

HE plans for a baby week in Chi¢ago 
show the vigorous interést which is 
already enlisted in the effort to make 
the whole city work together to pro- 

tect and save the lives of its babies. They 
are plans which could only be evoked by 
great sense of civic responsibility and by 
great hope of success. 

When the sanfary authorities tell ue that 
the health of a city is purchasable, that the 
infant death rate is governed by definite and 
alterable conditions of living, they awaken 
the sense of civic responsibility. When they 
demonstrate to us that by the efforts of public 
health officers and volunteer societies, in a 
single summer campaign in a city area se- 
lected for its bad health record, the number 
of deaths of children under 2 years of age 
has beep reduced 40 per cent, and when they 
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show us that such reducing of the baby death 
rate tends to lift up the health level of the 
whole family, they fill us with great hope. 

It is a most lovely, peaceful revolution that 
has taken place of late in our view of a baby’s 
right to life. Not so long ago the death of 
little babies was viewed With stoical fatalism. 
The individual parents grieved, but the au- 
thorities taught that the deaths of many 
babies constituted a wholesome thinning out 
process. Now that cruelly wasteful theory 
is discarded, and we bélieve that the saving 
of babies’ lives aids the health and happi- 
ness of all the people, big and little. 

This baby week is a sign of the new and 
better belief. Expressions of this belief will 
soon be universal throughout our country and 
will lead to all sorts of civic and volunteer 
work with nursing and medical activities in 
smaller towns and in scattered districts, as 
it has been) begun in the cities. Such work 
has great moral power. To make a town or 
countryside the best home for a little baby 
is to sweeten and purify it for every one. 

All success to all wise efforts to save the

HERE is but one reliable rule to follow 
for the successful raising of a large 
family of children, Keep with them. 
From birth to manhood and woman- 
hood the mother must be intimately 
associated with her children, and the father 
should be as intimately associated with them 
as the duties of his position in life permit. 
No mother can successfully raise a large 
family of children to manhood and woman- 
hood unless she devétes herself assiduously 
to their care, comfort, and education, both 
physically and morally. She cannot shine as 
@ mother and shine as a society leader at 
the same time. She cannot become a social 
climber or a club devotee. She has but little 


time to spare for politics if she would be- 
come a devoted and successful wife end 


‘mother. 


Between the ages of 22 and 42 I became the 
proud and happy mother of thirteen children, 
nine of whom are practically raised. 

I have never turned the care, custody, and 
education of these children over exclusively 
to nurses, tutors, or teachers. When my 
babies and youthful children have been in 
charge of nurses it has been under my watch- 
ful care and supervision. No. matter how 
trusted and tried has been the nurse to whose 
care a child of mine has been intrusted, I 
have personally seem that child from time 
to time during the (dey, and frequently at 


night. 
I have seen to it shit ine Seid atven thie 


was simple, healthful, and digestible. i have 


seen to it that their clothes were 
comfortable and suitable to the 
different changes of the weather. 

‘I have seen them and looked over 

them every morning before going 

to school, and when their ages permitted I 
have had them with me at the family table. 

I have seen them on their return from 
school and kept them within reaching dis- 
tance after school, and looked over their care 
and comfort before they had been finally dis- 
posed in their beds at night. I Tiave kept 
close watch upon their health and upon the 
slightest indication of depression or fever 
I have looked them over carefully, giving 
them the wholesome, domestic care and fam- 
ily medicines usually prescribed in such 
cases of incipieat sickness before calling in 
the doctor. 

The careful housewife and mother ina very 
short time has In her medicine closet the 
simple remedies for incipient sickness and 
becomes acquainted, as I have become ac- 
quainted, with their application and use. 

All this constant care and watchfulness, of 
course, entails upon a devoted mother much 
sacrifice of social pleasure without the circle 
of the family home. But that sacrifice is one 
of the necessary incidents of motherhood, 
and, in my judgment, brings its reward in 
after life when the mother is surrounded 
with loving children who are devoted to her 
and her happiness in her matured and older 
years. 

It is not necessary, however, for a mother 
to become a slave to her children, and I have

How We May Save 
Another Chicago.

E must doubtless admit the ¢harge 
of the statisticians that the United 
States has no vital statistics. But 
here and there are states and cities 
which do keep such records of births 

and deaths that we may form a reasonable 

conception of the facts for the country as a 

whole. It would be pleasant if some one 

could overthrow this conception, but alas! 
no one comes forward to do so. 

On the basis of such an estimate it is cal- 
culated that in the United States during 
the last ten years more than 2,500,000 babics 
have, died before any one of them had lived 
a twelvemonth. Fancy Chicago swept out of 
existence in an instant! Yet such a disas- 
ter, if it occurred, would take, for the most 
part, people who had grown to their full 
stature, who had tasted life, known its pleas- 
ure and pains, measured in some degree its 
-worth. Is it because we lack imagination 
that we take coldly the statement that in 
the last ten years a Chicago of babies—tiny 
creatures carrying all the rich promise of the 
race—has come into existence for a brief 
moment, only to be quickly swept forth into 
the continuing city of the dead? 

This baby week marks a great revolution. 
We are stirred as never before, and not so 
much by the despairing thought of the waste 
and useless suffering implied in the death of 
these babies, as by the great confidence that 
future lives can be saved. Suddenly we dis- 
cover that the patient, painful march of 
science has brought us to a point where we 
see a promised land, in which the little babies 
of a country shall be its most tenderly guard- 
ed possession, and so guarded, we see them 
live and flourish where they once died un- 
noted. Of all this the great week, which 
opens today in Chicago, is a sure sign. We 
know now how to go about the business of 
preventing infant mortality. 

We know, too, that saving babies’ lives 
is an enormous codperative undertaking; 
that no parents, however, aevoted, can save 
the lives of their own bevies against the 
carelessness of the community. And we do 
not go far in the effort to save the lives of 
babies before we discover that we have laid 
hold on the question of the welfare of the 
whole family; that, as the great English au- 
thority, Newsholme, says, the infant mor- 
tality rate is the best single index that we 


have of social conditions. All the questions 
that affect the health and happiness of a 
family affect aleo its youngest members. 
Fresh, clean air, fresh, clean food, comfort- 
able clothing, a sanitary house, gentle man- 
ners—all these essentials of a happy and 
healthy family life are essential also to the 
protection of babyhood. 

Yet fresh, clean, sweet air is not always a 
purchasable commodity. even in this town, 
whose wonderful situation has done much to 
prevent its undergoing the full penalty 
which is exacted by nature in other cities 
no more careless, but less favorably situated. 

Sanitary housing is not always purchas- 
able. Nature has done much for Chicago 
in giving her the unbounded prairie over 
which to spread and Chicago has done much 
for herself by her later building ordinances. 
But without ceaseless vigilance the eager- 
ness of individual owners to make the most of 
their property is certain to threaten the 
health of their tenants. 

One of the great contributions now made 
by the baby saving campaigns of cities is that 
the spectacular work of a great community 
is an object lesson for the whole country. 
Thus far, those of us who live outside the 
great urban centers have felt that there was 
a certain health insurance in that bare fact, 
and we have been, perhaps, too complacent. 
Now the country is being roused. The state 
of New York, warned by the fact that its 
state death rate was increasing, while the 
city death rate was lessening. has asked 
for a rural division in the state bureau of 
health, and the state grange has been es- 
pecially active in urging this movement. 
Doubtless if the facts were known the same 
relation between city and rural death rates 
would be shown in every state where vigor- 
ous baby welfare work is carried on in the 
great towns. 

The most interesting example in the world 
of work for baby welfare in rural communi- 
ties is probably that of New Zealand. It is 
the most interesting, because the most bril- 
liantly successful. For a term of years the 
infant mortality rate of New Zealand has 
been recognized by experts as the lowest in 
the civilized world. In 1910 it was 68, but 
in the last five years it has been still further 
reduced, and the last report of the register 
general of New Zealand shows a rate of 51 
for the whole country, while in certain com- 
munities it is still lower, notably in the city 
of Dunedin, where it has been reduced to 358. 
Set this against Dr. Evans’ estimate of 
“ about 125 "’ for our own city! 

The reductions made in the last five years 
are believed to be largely due to the activi- 
ties Of a volunteer society called the New 
Zealand Society for the Health of Women 
and Children. The work of the society is 
mainly educational. Through committees 
organized in seventy communities in differ- 
ent parts of the country; through nurses, 
whose @uties consist in instructing mothers 
and expectant mothers in the best methods 
of caring for themselves and for their ba- 
bies; through a column known as “ Our 
Babies’ column, published in the leading 
newspapers every week, and through its 
own publications, the society carries its bene- 


fite into nearly every home in New Zealand 
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Though its methods of organization arer 
all transferable to our conditions, its prine 
ple of joint civic and volunteer effort is os 
which the Chicago week well exempliff 
and which is destined to bring to the care 0 
American babies that intelligent devotio: 
which in the next ten years may well 
the population of another Chicago.

Do Not Deceive 
Adopted Child.

HE adoption of a child is a God given 
privilege. 

While outwardly it may seem the re- 
sult of accident or misfortune, God 
surely has a purpose in turning these 

ttle waifs adrift. If you happen to be in 
the path of his drifting, God has selected 
you for a missicn. 

Adoption brings happiness to countless 
thousands who, otherwise, must listen in 
vain for the patter of childish feet. Itisa 
blessing to the child who, through abandon- 
ment or other calamity, is thrust into the 
world helpless and alone. 

The responsibility for this little life must be 
regarded seriously. Adoption must not be 
the result of a passing whim. It should he 
in no sense merely temporary. It is unde- 
niably a sacred trust. A human life is given 
into your care and God expects you to guard 
ii tenderly and well. He does not expect 
you to view your action as a philanthropic 
venture. 

You are taking into your life something 
that is not your own, but which, with proper 
care and affection will develop into some- 
thing quite as dear. And the happinessthat 
may be yours in the twilight of life depends 
upon you and yeu alone. 

Yet, dear as this child may become to you— 
no matter how tightly he.may entwine his 
little self about your heart—bring him up to 
know that he is not all yours, Do not make 
the mistake of shrouding his birth in mys- 
tery. Later on some misguided friend or 
acquaintance may inform him of it and turn 
his love for you into distrust, and possibly 
hatred. If the child be gently and gradually 
trained to understand the fact that misfor- 
tune made him parentless in infancy, you 
spare him the anguish which a later and sud- 
den revelation must cause. 

It never pays to deceive a child in this 
manner. Fate seldom permits such deceit 
to succeed. There are countless instances 
wherein the real parentage has been con- 
cealed successful for years and theinevitable 
disclosure has caused untold and unneces- 
sary anguish, both to parent and child. 

If you will tedch the child to love you, if 
vou will surround him with siweet influences, 
if you will fill his waking hours with the re- 
membrance of your affection for him, the 
knowiedge that he is not wholly yours will 
never cause you one solitary tear of regret. 
Love levels all ranks. And while we have 
been taught to believe that blood is thicker 
than water, so, also, is love thicker than 
blood. 

The child may show some curiosity as to 
his parentage. But even when his curiosity 
is satisfied, he will turn back to the heart 
that gave him welcome and the person who 
gave him the love that his infancy craved. 

If you would have this God given child 
a lover of truth, be truthful with him,your- 
self. Don’t wait until he is 21 to tel! him 
the secret of his birth. Don’t make a secret 
of it. You have no moral right to do that, 
and if you do he will resent it when he be- 
cemes old enough to understand. He is en- 
titied to the knowledge of his past. He won't 
thank you if ypu carefully preserve the 
knowledge for years, then confront him with 
it abruptly. 

Such revelations, such abrupt and almost 
brutal disclosures, hurt the feelings of the 
young immeasurably. But if the child is 
brought up with the knowledge of the fact 
before him, it loses its significance. There 
is no sting to come—no dreaded revelation to 
make. 

Perhaps you will argue that it is not neces- 
Sary to tell the child that he is adopted. — If 
you do, always remember this—that you will 
be a far happier mother if you train him to 
the knowledge than you will be if you have 
constantly before you the nightmare that 
some day he must be told. 

Adoption sounds rough to any sensitive 
child when it is revealed after many years. 
If he knows the fact from the age of under- 
standing, the only significant thing to him 
is the love that you may have given him. 
All else pales into insignificance.

: Death Rate High |

NNUALLY, the statisticians tell us, 
200,000 children die under 1 year of 
age in this fair land of ours. 

“ The inalienable right to life,” then, 

is being denied to a large group of in- 

dividuals before they are able to help them- 
selves. 

What are we going to do about it? Surely 
one need not hesitate long, before deciding to 
help in some practical way the great move- 
ment for “child welfare.”” Child welfare 
has so msay phases that every one may 
easily find the line especially suited to him 
or her self. Long age # found the point most 
appealing t. me was that concerning the 
institution child. 

On an average, institutions for babies with- 
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out .their mothers, have a mortality rate 
of about 50 per cent. 

It is a very common saying, that no home 
is ever quite a home without a baby in it. 
How many “ near homes "’ there must be! 

On the one hand, the childless home, and on 
the other, babies in large numbers, so situ- 
ated that half of them do not survive the 
first year. What could be more practical 
than that one problem shouid solve the 
other? That the homeless children supply 
the childless homes? 


We are accustomed to acknowledge with 


gratitude that a child isa gift of God. Shall 
we imagine then that the gift is to us—and 
for us alone? And that what is true of one 
child, is not equally true o. children? 
Surely a child is a gift to Me world, and 
shall we stand idly by while these wonder- 
ful gifts perish by hundreds—for lack of a 
home? 

Many an institution does wondelfal work 
for the neglected little ones—but it is the 
-parest exception when an institution serves 
the full purpose of a home. A baby it the 
house, especially in a house where there 
never has been a baby before, performs the 
miracle of transforming that house into a 
home. And if there are already children in 
the home, the little stranger is just as \alu- 
able an addition—as a helpér to character 
building. 

If a baby comes to one, it will, of course, be 
cared for. But deliberately to add to one’s 
household a baby with the single purpose of 
caring for one of God’s gifts ti) the world! 
There can be no uncertainty o”* the result. 
Baby is given hjs chance, and that home is 
doubly blessed.

Babies Chicago's 
Greatest A sset.

URING July and August the settle- 

ment back yard is set aside for the 

care of sick babies. The Baby Wel- 

fare tent, with its little cribs and its 
° brave, intelligent trained nurses, is 
only one of the several baby life saving sta- 
tions in the city that have proved themselves 
to be most worth while. 

Here, a year ago last summer, 270 sick ba- 
bies were registered, and 270 mothers given 
sympathy andcounsel. Itis asignificant fact 
that of the thirty babies who died, all except 
two were from outside the district covered by 
the two welfare nurses, who had given to the 
mothers instruction the year through, and 
one of these little ones had a fatal disease 
when brought to the tent. This seemed to all 
of us a most cenvincing proof of the useful- 
ness of patiently working with mothers 
whose only vices are ignorance and inexperi- 
ence. 

If Chicago aarionte the babies—the ‘‘ seed 
corn *’ of her future—she will lose her great- 
est asset. The Infant Welfare society nur- 
tures and protects this seed corn and gets re- 
sults that tell. In communities where many 
babies are born, and too many die, this soci- 
ety does what no other organization can do. 
I think it is safe to say that £0 per cent of the 
babies are well born, of sturdy peasant stock, 
but the conditions under which these mothers 
find themselves are most difficult, both for 
themselves and their little ones. Meager 
wages, uncertain work, new conditions, new 
kind of food, pests that breed in neighbor- 
hoods forgotten by the great city, are some 
of the hardships that place too great a burden 


on these mothers and every day harder and 


harder tasks are demanded of them. 

The health department warns against flies 
as carriers of disease, against dirty milk and 
against dirty air. The nurses, the doctors, 
and the social workers make the same de- 
mands; yet the city of Chicago allows fly 
breeding conditions in the part! of the city 
where the highest death and birth rate is 
found. A study of flies, made by an English- 
man, tells us that in all the cities studied 
where the greatest number of flies were 
found, there was the highest death rate of 
babies from diarrheal troubles. | 

High rents, the high cost of necessities, with 

low wages, make overcrowding a necessary 
evil, and the ventilation in cheaply construct- 
ed houses impossible. All of these burdens 
come upon the mothers, who bear'the children 
and must in some way meet the demands of a 
higher sanitary standard. 
@ It is surely not too much to ask that those 
of us who can at least afford necessities, and 
even to have some luxuries, should help bear 
the too great burden placed upon the moth- 
ers of the overcrowded tenement district. The 
infant welfare nurses ought to be backed 
up in their patient, intelligent work of pre- 
vention. The obligation to serve the mother 
and the baby is upon all of us.

HAT is good milk? 

tell when we buy milk whether we 

are getting good milk or bad? Is 

milk just milk, or are there differ- 

ent kinds and varieties of milk? If so, how 

is the innocent cosumer going to tell. the 
difference between these varieties? 


These are some of the questions, which 
have been troubling the public at large for 
generations, in fact, ever since the more fas- 
tidious of us began to suspect that there was 
such a thing as good milk, pretty good milk 
and bad milk. In short, if we grade other 
articles of commerce and compel the deal- 
ers to sell those articles under those grades 
in order to give the buyer fair warning as to 
the quality of the article he is buying, why 
should not the same thing be done with milk. 
Until two years ago there had been no con- 
sistent answer to these questions. 

But at last we have the answer. We have 
been told by a group of men who know what 
they are talking about. just what good milk 
is and just What bad milk it. This answer 
has been furnished us by the national com- 
mission of milk standards, and for the first 
time we are ready to pass milk laws which 
are intelligent and uniform, and which can 
be intelligently and uniformly enforced. 

The meeting of the national commission 
this last week marks another step forward 
in the nation wide movement for improving 
ede milk supply and the saving of the lives 
of the babies of the country. This meeting 
which was held in New York City was the 
sixth meeting of the commission since its 
formation by the New York milk committee 
in 1911. T7.€ commission is made up of sev- 
enteen leading experts from al] parts of the 
United States. Its findings have the stamp 
of the highest authority. They are by no 
means merely doctrinaire in their nature, 
The two reports of the commission, pub- 
lished by the federal government, are al: 
reacy being made the basis of milk ordf- 
nances of cities from coast to coast. 

This whole question of improving the milk 
supply, while it has been an acute one for 
many years, did not assume definite aim un- 
til the opening of the present nation-wide 
campaign for the reduction of infant mortal- 
ity almost within the last decade. It was 
not until it was pointed out that im bad milk 
lay the greatest menace to the lives of our 
babies that the public rose up and made a 
definite and effective demand for better milk. 

These intensive studies of the causes for 
the death of so many of our babies, which 
began all over the country with the opening 
of the twentieth century, pointed simul- 
taneously in one direction—namely: that at 
least one-third of all the deaths of bables 
under 1 year of age were caused by intestinal 
or other diseases due to bad milk. The 
steady reduction in infant mortality which 
has been shown in most cities in the country 
in the last ten years has been due more to 
the improvement of the milk supply than to 
any other one cause. 

Not merely to the infant, though he is the 
chief sufferer, but to humanity at large milk 
ranks second’ among the great mediums of 
disease and death. Next to bad air, bad 
milk exacts the greatest toll. The danger 
anmgles of milk are at least five: First in 
order of deadliness is dirty milk, which is 
old and kept warm. This is the milk that is 
killing our infants by thousands from intes- 
tinal diseases. Next in order comes milk as 
a typhoid carrier, milk which may possibly 
be clean, fresh, and cold, but has been con- 
taminated somewhere along the line with 
typhoid germs from some person handling 
it. Many of our most deadly typhoid epl- 
demics throughout the country have been 
thus traced to their source. Third is the 
danger of tuberculosis of the bovine type. 
It has been conclusively proven that a very 
considerable percentage of deaths from tu- 
berculosis among young children is from the 
bovine type of the disease and contracted by 
feeding milk from tuberculosis cattle. Some 
authorities estimate the proportion of there 
deaths as high as one-third of all deaths 
from tuberculosis of young children. That 
the dairy herds of the country are perme- 
ated with tuberculosis is a fact too well 
known to need discussion. Fourth in rank 
stands the danger from scarlet fever, which 
is often transmitted through milk. Lastly, 
milk is a coneiderable factor as a carrier of 
such dissases as diphtheria, septic sore 
throat, etc. 

One of the first conclusions endiiel then 
by infant welfare workers was that the baby 
requires miik of the highest standard, and 
that standard once established it ts of the 
utmost importance that the sale of milk for 
babies be restricted by lawtothat grade. At 
the same time it was admitted that healthy 
adults could safely use milk of a standard 
not quite so high. But it was further gener- 
ally admitted that a large amount of milk 
on the market was of a standard so low that 
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it was unsafe even for adult consumption 


‘ and fit ‘for cooking purposes only. Hence we 


had not proceéded very far in the study of 


the subject before we reached the obvious 


conclusion that milk fell naturally into three 
grades: Milk for infant feeding, milk for 
adult use, and milk fit for cooking or manu- 
facturing purposes only. 

But when we rcached this conclusion our 
troubles had only begun. It was.found at 
once that there was no general agreement, 
even among experts, as to what constituted 


first, second; and third. quality milk respec-, . 


tively. Those who were making the attempt 
disagreed utterly as to standards. There 
was a vast difference of opinion among hon- 
est authorities as to method and cxtent of 
inspection, and control. of methods of pro- 
duction and handling, as to the dangers of 
bovine tuberculosis and methods of eradicat- 
ing it, as to standards of cleanliness in pro- 
duction, as to chemical tests, as to the advis- 
ability of pasteurization, and as to bacteria 
standards. In fact, the question of bacteriu 
in milk was perhaps the most disputed one 
and the one which involved all the rest. 

It was to settle these disputes for all time 
that the national commission on milk stand- 
ards was brought into existence. A need 
of such a commission was emphasized at a 
national conference in New Yerk City called 
by the New York milk committee in the fall 
of 1010. As a result a special committee of 
the New York milk committee was appointed 
to consider names of than. 200 men of 
prominence in medicine, sanitativunu, public 
health, and laboratory work, particularly 
those recognized as authorities on the milk 
question. Of these 200 the subcommittce se- 
lected twenty .men.distinguished for their 
knowledge of the bacteriological and chem- 
ical examination of milk. Seventeen of these 
men accepted appoi intment on the commia- 
sion and have since taken an active part in 
its work, 

In advccating whet it believes to bejthe 
proper standards of milk ‘the national com- 
mission has in mind not merely the:sefety of 
the consumer, but maintains that the en- 
forcement of these standards its also neces- 
sary for the ultimate well being of the milk 
industry itself. But in spite of, the fact that 
the problem must eventually be solved by the 
hard headed business men whoge money is in 
the milk business public health authorities 
must show the way by establishing standards 
and regulations in the interest of milk con- 
sumers. In advising as to standards, there- 
fore, the commission has aimed not merely 
to make them such as will safeguard the pub- 
lic health, but to advocate, requirements 
which can be practically met by the trade. 
In determining this factor the commission 
has had the advantage of the study of an 
exper':ment carried out on a very large scale 
by the New York Dairy Demonstration com- 
pany in which it was proved that an extra 
price or premium paid to the producer for 
cleanliness and care under proper direction 
will bring satisfactory results from a sani- 
tary standpoint and at the same time be 
profitable to producer and dealer. __ 

Another essential test of the practical mer- 
its of any system of milk standards is that 
the laws based on*them should not exceed 
sanitary limitations. The commission recom- 
mends that state laws be amended wherever 
necessary so that every municipality may 
have the legal right to adopt whatever ordi- 
nances it sees fit in controlling its milk sup- 
ply. The commission advocates that local 
health laws be carefully drawn with regard 
to their regularity under the general laws 
of the localities to which they apply, since 
the decision against the milk law in one lo- 
cality is Iikely to be used as a precedent 
against milk laws elsewhere. 

In their deliberations, therefore, these eci- 
entists have not merely studied the subject of 
milk production in the field, they have made 
a careful survey of milk regulations, state, 
national, and local, in all parts of the country. 
In order that varying local conditions, legal 
and otherwise, may be met, the commission 
divides its recommendations as to milk regu- 
lations into two parts, first, positive require- 
ments including those provisions so funda- 
mentally necessary that no community is jus- 
tified in compromising on them; second, rec- 
ommendations under which are included pro- 
visions regarding which there can be a cer- 
tain amount of latitude in communitles in 
which public sentiment is not ready to sup- 
port more than a moderate degree of protec- 
tion of human life. 

On the much discussed subject of pas- 


- teurization the commission takes a decided 


stand. That there is now a gé¢neral con- 


- 


sensus of opinion’that pasteurization when 
properly done does not impair the quality 
of.the milk is taken for granted, and the 
commission does not enter into any discus- 
sion of the merits or demerits of the process. 

The commissioners do believe that pasteuri- 
zation is absolutely necessary for the: safe- 
guarding of all milk which ié.not otherwise 
protected againet infection. They voted 
unanimously, therefore, that pasteurization 
be required for all milk at all times ex- 
cepting a certain quality of first grade milk 
which has been strictly safeguarded. .The 
majority of the commissioners, in fact, voted 
in favor of the pasteurization of all milk, 
even including this most carefully restricted 
class. Since this vote was not unanimous 
the modified recommendation was passed 
with the proviso that pasteurization of the 
special first grade milk be optional. 

There is pasteurization and pasteurization, 
however. Some pasteurization is poor, some 
leaves the milk worse than ever. The com- 
mission recommends, therefore, that the pas- 
teurization processes should be ufder offi- 


-cia] supervision, consisting of personal in- 


spection by the milk inspector, made as 
frequent as possible. Automatic tempera- 
ture regulators and recording thermometers 
are required and it is advised that the effi- 
clency of the pasteurization be tested fre- 
quently in the laboratory.’ The specific rec- 
ommendation is that pasteurization should 
be between the limits of 140 and 155 degrees 
Fahrenheit, with a minimum exposure of 
twenty minutesat the lower temperature and 


‘@ reduction of not more than one minute in 


time for every degree above 140. In no case 
should an exposure of less than five minutes 
be allowed, and a holding time of thirty 
minutes, with a temperature of 145 degrees, 
ig recommended as a safe regulation. While 
pasteurization in bulk when properly car- 
ried out is allowed, pasteurization in the 
final container is declared preferable and 
its general use urged. 

The commission votes that all milk igears 
be distinctly labeled and marked with the 
grade in which it is sold, and with the date 
of delivery to the consumer. Much con- 
fusion has resulted in the past from the lack 
of any agreement as to what date should be 
placed on the milk. 

The subject of bacteria count for bacteria 
standards has come in for more discussion 
by the commission than any other one topic. 
The commission recognizes that bacteria in 
milk in the majority of cases means dirt or 
high temperature or age, while in the minor- 
ity of cases disease germs may be present. 
It admits that routine laboratory methods 
have as their >nly purpose the control of 
the first factor—that ia, dirt, refrigeration, 
and age. The extreme difficulty of detecting 
actual disease g2rms makes it a rare thing 
for a laboratory to undertake it. The more 
practical method of controlling the disease 
germs in milk, therefore, is declared to be 
the medical, veterinary, and sanitary inspec- 
tion of production and handling, and, as a 
final safeguard, pasteurization. While the 
commissioners admit that milk with a high 
bacteria count is not necessarily harmful, 
they hold that when ii is used as a food, par- 
ticularly for children, such milk is too great 
a risk to be warranted. It should, therefore, 
be condemned. In short, a high bacteria 
count is held to be presumptive evidence of 
danger, and as a corollary, without other 
indications to che contrary, a low bacteria 
count presupposes good milk. 

As the consequence of this conclusion the 
bacteria count is made the basis of the com- 
mission's recommendations as to milk stand- 
ards. In doing this, however, it recognizes 
the fact that there is a wide difference in 
conditions among communities. It will, for 
instance, always be possible for a community 
which consumes milk produced on its own 
premises or within twelve hours of its pro- 
duction, to maintain a lower count than one 
where the milk is hauled many miles into 
town in a wagon to be consumed within twen- 
ty-four hours after its production. In the 
same way this second city can still maintain 
a lower count than a city where the general 
milk supply is brought by railroad long dis- 
tances and is several days old before final 
delivery. In allowing for this, therefore, the 
commission has placed as liberal a maximum 
as possible on che count in the various grades 
and supplemented the bacteria standard with 
rigid regulations as to production and han- 
dling. That is, veterinary and medica] in- 
spection of-dairy cattle and the men employed 
in the production and handling of the milk 
and all the surroundings of the cattle and 
such employés is urged, together with regu- 
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: tafie inspection of the shipping and distribution 
of the milk. The rating of the dairies based 
on ‘such inspection Is included in the require. 
ments for the various grades of milk. 

A chemical standard of 3.25 per cent fg¢ 
and 8.5 per cent solids other than fat is pro- 
posed for all milk. The commission recom. 
mends proper penalties for mislabeling, the 
licensing of deale:s, and the regular publish. 
ing of.the laboratory tests of the communi. 
ty’s milk supply. The grades of milk ree. 
ommended hy the commission are defined 
as follows: so 

GRADE ~ 

Raw Milk.—Milk of this class shall come 
from cows free from disease, as determined 
by tuberculin tests and physical examina. 
tions by a qualified veterinarian, and shajj 
be produced and handled by employés free 
from disease, as determined by medical {n- 
spection by a qualified physician, unde; ganj. 
tary conditions such that the bacteria count 
shall not exceed 100,0W% per cubic centimeter 
at the time of delivery to the consumer. It 
is recommended that dairies from which this 
supply is obtained shall score af least 80 on 
the United States bureau of anima! industry 
score card. 

Pasteurized Milk.—Milk of this class ghalj 
come from cows free from disease, as deter: 
mined by physical examinations by a quaji- 
fied veterinarian, and shall be produced ané 
handled under sanitary conditions such that 
the bacteria count at no time exceeds 2. 
000 per cubic centimeter. All milk of this 
class shall be pasteurized under official gu. 
pervision, and the bacteria count shall not 
exceed - 10,000 per cubic centimeter at the 
time of delivery to the ‘consumer. It is rec. 
ommended that dairies from which this sup- 
ply is obtained should score 65 on the United 
States bureau of animal industry score card, 

The ahove- represents only the minimum 
standards under which milk may be claszai- 
fied in grade A. The commission *¢cognizes, 
however, that there a:e grades of milk which 
are produced under unusually gvod condi. 
tions, in especially sanitary dairies, many 
of which are operated under the supervision 
of medical associations. Such milk clearly 
stands at the head of this grade. 


GRADE B. 

Milk of this class shall come from cows free 
from disease, as determined by physical ex- 
aminations, of which one yearly shall be 
by a qualified veterinarian, and shall be 
produced and handled under sanitary con¢ 
ditions such that. the bacteria count at no 
time exceeds 1,000,000 per cubic centimeter. 
All milk of this class shall be pasteurized 
under official supervision, and the bacteria 
count shall not exceed 50,000 per cubic centi- 
meter when delivered to the coneumer. 

It is recommended that dairics producing 
grade B miik should be scored, a‘id that the 
health departments or the egontrolling de- 
partments, whatever they may be. strive to 
bring these scores up as rapidly as possible. 

GRADE C. 

Milk of this class shall come from cows 
f:ee from disease, as determined by physical 
examinations, and shall include ail miik that 
is produced under conditions such that the 
bacteria count is in excess of 1,000,000 pep 
cubic centimeter. 

All milk of this class shall be pasteurized 
or heated to a higher temperature. and shall 
contain less than 50,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter when Ccelivered to the customer, 
It is recommended that this milk be used 
for cooking or manufacturing purposes only. 

Whenever any large city or community 
finds it necessary, on account of the length 
of hau! or other peculiar conditions, to allow 
the sale of grade C milk, its sale shall besur- 
rounded by safeguards such as to insure the 
restriction of {ts use to cooking and manu- 
facturing purposes. 

The report was published in the Weekly 
Bulletin of Aug. 22, 1913, of the United States 
public health service. 

The werk of the national commission on 
milk standards has during the last year met 
with wide indorsement. Not only have its 
recommendations been used as a basis of milk 
ordinances in many cities throughout the 
country, but its findings have been indorseé 
by representative nationa! bodies of public 
health men and dealers. 

The commission’s firdings as announced at 
its meeting this last week . garding its ice 
c:eam and butter investigations have already 
been published in the news, and wiil be print- 
ed in complete form later. ‘ I¢€ is tu be hoped 
that this commission will continue its work 
until every angle of this complicated and im 
portant problem has been solved.

Lady Finger Biscuit Paste. 

Stir together one-half cup of sugar and 
the yolks of four eggs until smooth and 
like a ribbon; add a teaspoon of orange 
flower water or the grated zest of half a 
lemon. If vanilla is added it is usually put 
in the last thing instead of here. Mix into 
this, part at a time, a large half cup of dried 
and sifted flour, and then cut in the stiffly 
beaten whites of four eggs. The old test in 
reference to the stiffness of the beaten eggs 
required that they be firm enough to holda 
silver piece about the size of a half dollar. 


Shaping and Baking. 

All sorts of fancy and plain molds are 
used for lady fingers, or the paste is pressed 
out on to white paper.from a pastry bag, 
using small plain tube. There are several 
sorts of biacuit molds, in block, which make 
cakes about the size of a lady finger. and if 
the time or facilities are lacking the cake 
may be baked in a thin sheet and cut up. 

If molds are used, butter them and then 
dredge with sugar. Take the paste up in a 
teaspoon, start at one end of the mold and 
draw the paste along to the other. Most of 
the fancy or plain oblong molds will hold 
just about a heaping teaspoon of paste, 
which rises or swells from a third to a half 


‘In baking. One way to bead the top is to 


sprinkle granulated sugar over it, then shake 
some drops of water over the sugar. Bake 
in a moderate or slack oven for eight or ten 
minutes, if cakes are of the teaspoon size. 
If the oven is too hot they will not bead. 
The true lady fingers, baked on a paper, 
have the form best adapted to the ornamen- 
ing of various dishes, and so baked they can 
be put together with a sirup or jelly. To 
shape, prepare a pastry bag by sliding into 
it a number two tube, and then fill in the 
paste, closing the bag firmly and letting it 
lie a few minutes. Have the sheets of paper 
ready, take hold of the lower part of the 
bag, near the tube, with the left hand, hold- 
ing the upper part with the right. Press with 
the right hand and drop the batter on the 
paper in a line three inches long and about 
half an inch wide. Leave at least three- 
quarters of an inch between each. These 
may have granulated sugar sprinkled over 
them, or another way to bead the surface is 
to sprinkle powdered sugar over them three 
times. at minute intervals. Shake off su- 
perfluous sugar before baking slowly. 


perfluous sugar before baking slowly. 

Work together until light and smooth 
three-fourths of a cup of powdered sugar 
and four egg yolks. Add to this, a little at 
a time, one cup of boiling mflk, stirring all 


the time. Put on the fire and stir to boiling 
point, remove from fire, flavor, and strain. 
Stir frequently while cooling. This, with 
the same amount of cream, makes a fine ice 
cream. It may be used hot as a sauce, or cold, 
in the same way, for trifie. With the addi- 
tion of gelatin and whipped cream it makes 
the finest of Bavarian creams, etc. 


Fine Butter Cream. : 

The finest of all butter creams, the smooth- 
est, handsomest, and more wholesome than 
the ordinary French butter creams, may bé 
made by adding one-half cup of this custard, 
when lukewarm, to four ounces of creamed 
sweet butter and then beating the two until 
light and smooth. 


Snow Eggs. 

One way to utilize the whites of eggs left 
over from making this custard is the fol- 
lowing: Beat these whites to a stiff froth 
and carefully add to them a good tablespoon- 
ful of powdered sugar for each egg. Ina 
fiat pan put enough sweetened milk, flavored 
with vanilla, to poach this quantity of me- 
ringue. With a teaspoon shape globes of 
this in egg form, drop them in the boiling 
milk, turn them once or twice, trying not to 
break off any pieces, and after they have 
cooked a few minutes take them out and 
drain them on a sieve. Serve with some of 
the custard or make a less expensive custard 
of the milk used for the poaching. Probably 
no dessert could be made that would seem 
so light yet would at the same time have 
such great food value. If this alone was to 
be made, the whites would first be cooked, 
then the egg added to the milk to make a 
custard sauce for it. 


Inexpensive Custard or Cream. 

Allow one egg to one cup of boiling milk 
in which has been cooked one tablespoonrul 
of cornstarch, wet up with cold milk if a 
thin custard of sauce consistency is to be 
made. If a cream thick enough, when coid, 
to put between layers of cake is required 
use one and a half tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch. Strain this and stir while it is cool- 
ing, if it is of the thinner sort. Flavored 
with vanilla, one might never miss the extra 
eggs of the smoother, more expensive Eng- 
lish cream. 


Trifle. 

Cover the bottom of an oblong glass dish 
with a thin layer of cake, of the biscuit type, 
or use thin slices of sponge cake, which is of 
the biscuit sort, pour over this a little of the 
custard sauce, then put over it a layer of 
jam or preserves, then another layer of cake 
and more custard. You can stop here, or 
you can pour over the whole a fruit sirup 
of the same flavor as the fruit used, say 
strawberry... and you may dot the whole 
with little peaks of whipped cream or of 
egg meringue. Sherry or other wine is some- 
times used instead of sirup.

Weighing the Baby. 


ASKED the young mother of an 8 months 

old infant recently if her baby wasn’t 

losing weight. She replied: “I don’t 

know exactly. I haven’t weighed him for 
quite a while. He feels lighter, however, 
than he did a couple of weeks ago.” 

Not keeping a correct and careful record 
of baby’s weight is a mistake which many 
mothers and nurses make. Nothing else 
tells so accurately how your baby is thriv- 
ing. 

It will wel repay you to keep such a rec- 
ord. But there must be no guesswork about 
it. It is not a question of whether he 
*“‘ feels ’’ lighter or heavier. Itis by his exact 
Welght you may tell your child’s physical 
condition. 

Generally speaking, the tendency to neglect 
this essential feature in the care of an in- 
fant is not particularly evident during the 
first few weeks of his life. In fact. during 
this early period the average household is 
kept in a state of happy excitement and re- 
joicing over the daily discovery by nurse of 
an additional half ounce or ounce of baby to 
love and fondle 

Your baby should be weighed every day 
of the first two weeks of hie life. Until he 
is @ year old he should be weighed once a 
week at a fixed hour—most conveniently just 
before the bath. If he isa delicate child he 
should be weighed twice a week. During the 
second year he should be weighed at least 
once a month. 

The weight of the average normal ¢hild 
at birth is from seven to seven and one-half 
pounds. During the first week there -‘s 
usually a loss of from four to eight ounces. 
But by the end of frem ten to fourteen days 
he is back again to his birth weight. 

Many mothers expect their infants to gain 
six to eight ounces a week during the first 
year. This often leads to overféeding. It 
is seldom the case that a baby gains every 
week for the entire year. With most infants 
there are from time to time periods of a few 
weeks in which no gainis made. These are 
more often seen from the seventh to the tenth 
month, and frequently occur when the child 
is cutting teeth and during the warm summer 
months. During illness baby may lose weight 
rapidly, but when convalescent he will re- 
gain his weight with equalrapidity. Over- 
feeding must be carefully guarded against 
during the period of loss of weight. 

Bottle fed babies rarely gain as rapidly dur- 
ing the first month as babies who are nursed. 
But, under favorable circumstances, after 
the first month, the gain is usually quite as 
as regular. The bottle fed baby, during the 
latter half of the first year, often gains more 
weight than the nursing infant, because the 
latter usually loses weight at the time of 


weaning.

HERE is no more pitiful spectacle than 


the woman who, through indulgence of 
her various moods, becomes an abso- 


lute slavz to temper. No matter in 


what company she may be, something will 
occur at one time or another to cause her to 
betray the unbridled condition of her mind, 
and when such betrayal occurs such a wom- 
an loses friends. 

Students of psychology have a reason for 
the display of temper. They say that the con- 
tinued indulgence of moods paralyzes the 
inhibitive quality of the brain. The in- 
hibitive quality controls the impulses. And 
there you are—without the restraining in- 
fluence of inhibition the impulses run riot. 
It is, however, not necessary to delve into 
scientific analysis to determine that a quick 
and unreasonable temper is a dangerous 
fault. There may be, perhaps, a discussion of 
a book, a play, or some other subject, and 
the woman with an ungovernable temper 
may take a position which is disputable, but 
the instant her opinion is questioned there 
ensues a display of anger, of temper, of utter 
meanness. 

Of course such a woman is unfortunate, for 
she loses friends by the score. If she is a 
young and unmarried woman, her indulgence 
of the “tantrums” causes her friends to 
hold aloof from her. “Isn't it too bad?” they 
will say; “she has a perfectly lovely dis- 
position until something occurs to ruffie her 
temper. And then——!” They are ata loss 
for words to express their feelings. 

The real and vital reason why an ungov- 
erned temper is dangerous is because in this 
age intelligent people have come to recognize 
that outward expression manifests the true 
self, especially when that expression comes 
as an outburst, when the guard is not in 
force. 

The idea that you can “take” anything 
to improve your temper may be quite new to 
you. It may even seem absurd—but it isn't. 
It is an absolute proved fact that often tem- 
pers can be cured—just as many a physical 
ill can be cured—by proper attention to some 
law of health which is wittingly or unwit- 
tingly being broken. 

A fact that is so often forgotten in reck- 
oning with tempers is that poison in one’s

system works havoc on the nerves. By poi- 
eon I don’t mean the poison that is bought 
in drug stores, but the poison which is gen- 
erated in the body from various causes. If, 
for instance, decayed teeth or decayed stumps 
of teeth are allowed to remain in the gums, 
a constant slow poisoning is set up from 
putrefactive matter in the mouth, and this 
affects the nerves. Now, poisoned nerves 
are most apt to get what we call “‘ on edge ” 
—Wwhich is a polite way of saying that the per- 
son suffering from them isirritable, snappish, 
peevish, and generally unpleasant in temper. 
In this case the temper isn’t nearly so much 
a fault es a misfortune. The affected per- 
eon is suffering and, unluckily, making oth- 
ers suffer, too, from ignorance of the fact 
that the nerves ought to be restored to a 
healthy condition by removing the source of 
the.r poisoning—the decayed teeth. 

One often hears of overeating as a cause of 
bad temper. No doubtitis. But undereat-

ing is just as frequent a cause of ill temper, 
especially in the young and fast growing and 
in those who lead strenuous lives. Ill nour- 
ished nerves are just as apt to get “on 
edge’ as poisoned nerves. Poor food, par- 
ticularly food deficient in fat, gives rise to 
nerve starvation, and starved nerves are 
responsible for a lot of neuralgia, peevith- 
ness, and explosive temper. If the fat of 
meat does not agree with you, you can get 
the most digestible form of fat in good but- 
ter and in cream.

OUR years ago*THE TRIBUN® inquired 
into and wrote up the Moseley public 
school on Michigan avenue. The pupils 
of this school came from a district 

*. ‘whose most iniquitous features they seemed 
, to have imbibed with their mother’s milk. 
The establishment had one of the worst 
reputations in the list of Chicago public 
schools. Fights needing police interference 
occurred two or three times a week. The 
building itself was dirty, il! kept, and dreary 

-to the last degree. Everything was dis- 
couraging and depressing.

» pointed, Miss Leona L. Thorne, who found 
that her office in the dingy old structure 
had not been renovated or cleaned for years.

There is nothing more heart stirring or ap- 
pealing than the quick response on the part 
of ignorant, unlettered, poverty 
youth to the beautiful when it is presented 
to them in a way that they can understan:l 
or take hold of.

The society was organized to provide art 
collections for public schools, some of the 
collections to be permanent, others to be 
peripatetic.

On his death he was succeeded by Bishop 
McLaren, who was in turn followed by Bishop 
Anderson. The most remarkable figure in 


the history of the cathedral—unless we ex- . 


cept the present presiding genius, Dean Sum- 
ner—was Canon Knowles, who was a con- 
spicuous and delightful personality, both in 
the clerical and social circles of Chicago from 
1868 to 1885.

HE . playgrounds committee of the 
Woman's City club is looking for- 
ward to the time when the mu- 
nicipal-seal.of Chicago, “a city set 

In a garden,” will not be merely symbolic of 
the past beauty which existed at the time 
the early settlers thought such a seal ap- 
propriate, but a@ present day reality,” says 
Mrs. Alice Dow Allinson, chairman of the 
committee. 

“In Chicago's sudden growth from a: vil- 
lage hoyden to a metropolitan debutante we 
find that we are still in need of a gown-which 
Mr. McCutcheon sO graphically portrayed at 
the time of the unsuccessful fight for a new 
charter. “We havé gone on patching and 
patching, until our dress is like a. crazy 
quilt, one part seeming to have no relation 
to any other, each piece being added from 
time to tyme, without any proper considera- 
tion of the whole. The uncouth girl is now 
the ‘I will,” who feels that her clothes do 
not dg justice to her size or dignity. Inno 
respect is this truer than in the relation to 
the park situation, which can ne longer be 
rightly handled unless some principle of co- 
ordination Is introduced into the manage- 
ment. 

The first purpose of the playgrounds com- 
mittee is to emphasize the need of a con- 
sideration of the park systems in the city. 
The results to be gained from such a con- 
sideration would provide for a comprehen- 
sive plan for an equal distribution of the 
park and play facilities. The unequal dis- 
tribution of these facilities is one of the 
chief drawbacks of the present system. In 
the north side there are three children to 
one-third the park area of the south side; 
in the west side, seven children to one-third 
the area of the south side. 

In the congested districts of the'city there 
are 5,000 people. to each acre of park space. 
The average in the entire city ig 1,000 per- 
eons to the acre, while experts claim that 
under ideal conditions there should be one 
acre of park space for every 100 people. In

“The cause of thie. lack of proper park 
space and development. ts undoubtedly aue 
to the Lach of unification,” says Mrs. Allin- 
son. “ Practically ‘all thinking men afd 
women in the city realize thé evils of our. 
present: system.’’ 

“ The chief opposition to endeavors for the 
consolidation rand unification of. the park 

systems may be termed’ political. The oppo- 
sition can be met and overcome. The solu- 
tion of the difficulty is a constitutional con- 
vention. ; 

“ The women of Chicago should agitate for 
a constitutional convention continually and 
enthusiastically. It seems the next logical 
move for us to‘make, for until such a con- 
vention is held we will not get the full fran- 
chise, a unification of the park systems, and 
the many other changes that are absolutely 
necessary to a better, a more efficient, and a 
more economical government for Chicago. 

* Another purpose of the playgrounds com- 
mittee is to create public sentiment in favor 
of placing women on the park boards... There 
are many problems. continually arising for 
the consideration of the boards, with which 
women are more famillar than men. 

‘‘ Women understand better the socie? work 
that may be. worked out.to great advantage 
to’the children in the pubite Perks and play- 
grounds. They are-interested- in arranging 
special festivals, concerts, dramatic enter- 
tainments,’ and stereopticon lectures for the 
young people.” All this phase of the park 
activities is rather foreign to the ordinary 
man unless he hashad special social training. 

“An effort is also being made by the com- 
mittee to see to it that playground civio 
leagues are formed in the park centers. The 
social play leader has a splendid opportunity 
of reaching the women and young girls. 
Three such leagues have already been 
formed, one by Miss Goldsmith on the south 
side, another by Miss Clark, and still another 
at Davis square by Migs Harris.” 

These playground leagues either organize 
as branches of the ward nonpartisan civio 
league or merely cojperate with it.

The Andresen brothers, direct from 
Stockholm, Sweden, appeared in the ring in 
front of my seat, and as one of them bal- 
anced a tall pole upon his shoulder the other 
did daring things at the top of it. / At the 
conclusion of each feat they would pause and 
salute in a silence that wags pathetic. The 
band seemed to mock them with its snappy 
music. 

It was that way also with the intrepid aeri- 
alists who swung from trapeze to trapeze. 
describing lovely curves in the proceeding. 
Trained seals ate many fish and juggled skill- 
fully with lighted torches. Wires were 
walked and danced upon; a band of sturdy 
Japanese gave an exhibition of jiu jitsu, in 
which the ledies concerned were always vic- 
torious over the men. Graceful riders leaped 
to and from the broad backs of bored: horses 
which regarded with masterly contempt the 
vigorous whip cracking of the ringmasters. 
Introduced impressively by one of the pro- 
prietors, Joe La Fieur jumped downward 
twenty-five feet, alighting on his hands, 
causing thereby a mild agitation among 
those who observed him. You wondered 
why there is not more appreciation of these 
achievements, and then you recollected that 
it is the acrobatic or “‘ chaser ’”’ act that you 
do not wait for at the end of the vaudeville 
show, though almost invariably it is the 
worthiest item of the bill.

I suppose that the feature of the circus 
which most depresses the middle aged is 
the clown. There was a ‘fellow in W. W. 
Cole's Great United Railroad shows back in 
the early ‘80s who, letting his hat fall from 
his head, feigned great difficulty in picking it 
up again. As he stooped to get it his foot, 
shod in a shoe with a protruding sole, would 
kick the hat out of his reach, and he would 
then regard it with comic perplexity. This

Hitherto my visits to the circus had been 
productive of entertainment of a definite 
kind. It was not until I hearkened to the 
Lorelei words of Prof. Burton that I expected 
from it something that it did not have to 
give. The circus at the Coliseum should be 
attended in a rational mood, for, regarded as 
the Blue Bird, it may disappoint and leave 
you aged and melancholy. Divested of su- 
perstition, it becomes a glorified variety 
spectacle, a wholesome show of brawn, skill, 
and daring, worthy of observation, eut as 
barren of romance asa vanished rainbow.

The fact that every small boy hopes 

some day to be a detective, particu- 

larly every small boy with the dime 

novel habit, has served Harriet Ford and 
Harvey O’Higgins as a subject for one of the 
most interesting of the spring plays. ‘*‘ The 
Dummy ” it is called, and although it is a 
comedy filled with crooks, they have gained 
for it a remarkably sympathetic and humen 
appeal by approaching their story through 


- 
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' youthful hero. 
| This lad is a 15 year old tad from New York's 
east side. He has read the entire output of 
the prolific Mr. Nick Carter, and knows Old 
Sleuth’s family history from A to Izzard. 
His consuming ambition in life is to become 
a ‘“detectuv,” and as a means to realizing 
his ambition he ‘‘ shadders " the proprietor 
of an agency and makes eager application 
for a job as office boy. 

Because he is alert, eager, keen witted, 
and possessed of more than average common 
sense, the detective not only employs him 
but, noting his fitness for the task, deter- 
mines to let him work on a kidnaping case 
which at the moment happens to be pus- 
zling the New York police. 

A little girl of 8 years has been stolen by a 
gang of ‘crooks, working both in Chicago and 
New York. It is the detective’s scheme to 
dress and discreetly advertise his new office 
boy as the son of wealthy parents, tip the 
kidnapers that he is to be sent from New 
York to Chicago in charge of an attendant, 
have the boy deserted in the waiting room of 
‘the station at Albany, and let the child steal- 
ers pick him up if they are interested. The 
lad is to pretend to be deaf and dump in order 
to hide his Bowery accent, and ogce inside 
the gang’s headquarters he is to try tolocate 
the missing girl and communicate with the 
men who will be working with him on the 
outside. 

The scheme works beautifully, as such 
schemes usually do in detective plays. The 
boy is taken to the house and finds the miss- 
ing child, but before either can be rescued 
the ‘kidnapers become suspicious and scurry 
away with them to a cabin in the Catskills. 
Here the young sleuth falls asleep and dur- 
ing his sleep announces in a perfectly good 
voice that he really ts a “ detectuv,”’ which 
not only flabbergasts his captors, but throws 
them into a state of wild confusion. 

The bov succeeds in lving himeelf out of 
the predicament. but he has aroused the sus- 
picione of the crooks. and thev decide to 
leave the children and make their own get- 
awav. The ‘* detective " thereupon ricks up 
the little girl and starts to walk back to 
New York with her. By selling his overcoat 
and his watch he succeeds in naving their 
carfare part of the wav. and thev arrive at 
the office of the ‘“chief’’ a very much 
bedraggled pair. 

The story sounds trivial and more or less 
trashy. and as a story it Is both. But be- 
cause the authors have played upen the hu- 
man note rather than the purely theatrical, 
and have had the good judgment not to per- 
mit their play to become either cheap or 
maudlin, the performance itself is unusually 
entertaining. 

Ernest Truex. who last year was Mr. Belas- 
co’s “* Good Little Devil,’’ plays the ‘* detec- 
tuv,”’ and his performance has something of 
the same ingratiating quality as that of 
Laurette Taylor tn ‘‘ Peg o’ My Heart.”

‘“‘H. M.S. Pinafore ”’ has literally come to 
anchor in the Hippodrome’stank. From her 
old fashioned quarterdeck to well forward of 
her main mast she lies broadside to the audi- 
torium. Her main deck is twelve or fifteen 
feet above the level of the tank, and her 
solid wood masts rise to a clear height of 
seventy feet to their fighting tops.

The only liberty the producers, Arthur 
Voegtlin and William G. Wilson, have taken 
with the original text is to move forward to 
the early nineteenth century, the date in 
which it is set, to give them greater latitude 
in the matter of scenic embellishments and 
costuming. 

As a result, Sir Joseph’s family, his sis- 
ters, his cousins, and his aunts have never 
before appeared so attractive. They run 
into the hundreds in the Hippodrome’s 
chorus, and as a result the ensemble sing- 
ing in this production is finer and more im- 
pressivé than it ever has been before. The 

solos are sometimes swallowed up in the vast- 

ness of the hall, and the Gilbertian flavor 
of the dialogue is somewhat lost through 
the bawling methods- necessary to “ get it 
over.”’ 

For all its beauty, however, the “ Pina- 
fore’ revival is likely to exhaust its public 
within a few weeks. The Hippodrome crowd 
is accustomed to being entertained not only 
with one elaborate stage picture, but with 
dozens, and, having no special love for Gil- 
bert and Sullivan, this lack of scenic variety 
seems certain to effect the attendance. A re- 
vival of “ The Yeomen of the Guard ” is an- 
nounced to follow “* Pinafore.’’ 
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The last act, with its trumped up suspense. 
aS to whether Warder will forgive Becky 
after having left her because of her amasz- 
ing succesg as a congenital liar, now seems 
futile, and ineffective. Miss George plays 
the fibbing Becky very charmingly. Sydney 
Booth is the patient husband, Conway Tearile 
the fascinating Lindon, who flirts with 
Becky, and Ferdinand Gottschalk the para- 
sitic father of the heroine, from whom she 
inherits her propensity for falsehood. 

Raymond Hitchcock brought “‘ The Beauty 
Shop’ in from the west.this week, and 
scored as quick a success with it here as he 
did in Chicago. The principal incident of his 
opening night, however, was the arrival of 
Florence Ziegfeld and his new mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Burke. They sat in a stage box and 
smiled good naturedly when Mr. Hitchcock 
shouted “‘ Hello, groom,”’ at the almost blush- 
ing Florence. During the last act they were 
joined by the fair Billie Burke herself, her 
own play, “ Jerry,” closing early enough to 
give her a chance to get into her street 
clothes and from the Lyceum to the Astor 
theater a half hour before the Hitchcock re- 
ception was over.

Adjustment of the breaker on the magneto.

Here againa 
complete book of instruction may be had 
for the asking and the representative of the 
magneto manufacturer will be only too 
pleased to explain all its working parts, for 
he desires a satisfied customer and he knows 
intelligence will bring this about. The maker 
of a magneto always furnishes with each in 
strument a little combination affair, which is 
a wrench and a gauge, so that the former 
may be. used to set-up the little adjusting 
nuts and the gauge may be used to deter- 
mine the extent to which the points should 
separate. The magneto should be cleaned of 
all accumulated oil and dirt, for otherwise 
the current may be diverted and every bit 
should find its way to the spark plug to give 
efficiency in ignition.

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tive work of scholarship, the great one es- 
capes his critics.

A day must 
always come when the cobwebs of the im- 
pertinent of each generation are wiped from 
the text and the thing itself remains, speak- 


ing to us plainly as at the first hour.

same thing is true of great pictures, great 
architecture: they cannot be permanently 
smudged with explanations. So long as the 


color hangs to the canvas, the stones stick 


together, the creations are there to refute 
their well meaning tormentors.

Far less fortunate are the creators in an 
era of journalism. Carlyle, Goethe, Wagner, 
Tolstoi—they have all left behind them, alas, 
too much authentic material for biographic 
misinterpretation. The critics carf always 
thrust their lives in the way of their works. 
The day may come when the public will be 
strong enough to disregard all the critical 
gossip heaped together and go back tp the 


text itself, and thus get what was meant for 
them, undisturbed, undiluted, undistorted by 
what Smith or Jones “infers’"’ or “ discov- 
ers.’ The reader then will enjoy himself 
without an uneasy consciousness that Goethe 
was careless in his amours or that Wagner 
composed ‘“‘ Parsifal’’ in a room with rose 
silk hangings. What a tonic thing it would 
be to come upon these creations with the in- 
nocence of a child, prepared to accept their 
gifts for what they appear to be! But for us 
knowing and gossipy moderns that is a sheer 
impossibility. Our minds had been tainted 
by the purveyors of literary gossip long be- 
fore we came of age. 

As for contemporary creative artists, their 
case is hopeless at the start. Reticence is

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The Gardener at Work. 


LOWERS, and flowers only, crown the 

success of gardening. Every week of 
the next month should add a new 
plant in bloom. On the edge of the 
borders the clove pinks or pheasant eyes 
should be opening their fringed frills of rosy 
pink and perfuming the air. This hardy 
garden pink, dianthus plumarius, has a ail- 
very leafage. Clumps can be purchased for 
a few cents, and any one who has a border 
is ready to give away, as it multiplies rap- 
 iaty. If once established there, the pinks 
make. themselves at home, blossoming with- 
out fail in May, shedding as sweet a fra- 
grance as any plant known to the garden. 
They are often called’ May pinks. 

The bleeding heart, dicentra spectabilis, is 
fully in leaf and hanging out its sprays of 
quaint rose colored heart shape flowers in 
early May. The bushy plants of much cut, 
light green foliage make a pretty picture 
themselves. The sprays of bleeding hearts 
geem to belong to the garden, as they are 
seldom cut for the house. Few perennials 
are more hardy than the bleeding heart, and 
half a dozen roots planted in a place where 
they may remain will grow into a proud 
possession for the month of May. 

Columbine or aquilegia swing fairy trum- 
pets, red, blue, or white, at the same time, 
although they extend their season until late 
in June, and some varieles continuing until 
August. |The coral columbine of the wild 
stock is the most delicate and comes early, 
and, by chance, is an annual, * sowing it- 
self’’ faithfully. The double columbines 
with many trumpets are true perennials. 
They make handsome stands of bloom, the 
colors ranging through the rainbow, the 
azure blues, lemon yellows, and dark reds 
being especially handsome. 

A bouquet flower pot is a pretty novelty for 
a window. Two or three pote on a sill are 
not to be despised. The reliable scarlet 
geranium in bud can be bought for a dime. 
It will bloom until frost. A second pot can 
be provided with a rose geranium encircled 
with sweet alyssum seedlings, and in a third 
blue larkepur, yellow calendula, and white 
feverfew can be arranged. The number of 
plants depends om the sige of the pot. In 
May and June the florists sell started seed- 
lings at 5 cents each, from which a selec- 
tion should be made. It is wise to choose the 
hardiest annuals which do not need much 
water. 

The bouquet flower pot is a good device 
for:a schoolroom. It shows children how 
much can be done with small resources. 
When planting for children, choose the well 
tried, abundantly flowering species 

For example, the zsinnia never fails. It has 
few insect enemies. It will survive occa- 
| stonal negiect and the accidents of too much 
attention. A paper of sinnia seeds should 
sow half a dozen flower pots for children, 
The plantlets come up strong and sturdy, 
and when blooming, red, yellow, orange, 
purple, pink, fame, carmine, or some other 
gay color, it is likely no two pote will look 
alike. 

The phlox drummondi is grateful for pot or 
box culture. Sow the mixed seeds, and the 
finest velvety colors will result, in kaleido- 
scopic patterns. There will be rings, stars, 
pentagons of white, contrasting to maroon, 
or pink, or yellow. The edges of the petals 
may be fringed, or ecalloped, or smooth. It 
is true that the modest annual phlox does 


not get the appreciation it deserves until 
some small child counts the variations of 
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a lost virtue. Indeed, few consider it any 
longer as a virtue at all. .Our forefathers 
thought that a certain privacy was due every 
man about his own soul. It was deemed ill 
bred to hang one’s spiritual underwear in 
the front yard. But our forefathers did not 
understand the fascination of the limelight. 
We do. Also we know its commercial ad- 
vantages, and the result is that nothing 
worth knowing is ever left to the reader to 
discover for himself. Literary agents, edit- 
ors, press bureaus take care of “ publicity.” 
We feed our great ones with limelight, and 
that may account for their general air of 
debility. A healthy soul cannot live long on 
limelight. We are all daft about “ person- 
alities.”” So we dissect our dolls to find the 
squeak. The squeak is all that we care about. 
We are so hungry for personality that we 
kill it. And the only place where we fail to 
look carefully for it is in a great man’s work 
—that part of himself which he has delib- 
erately surrendered to the public. 
~~ 

The newspaper gossip and the critic in 
their eagerness to expose a personality forget 
that the very nature of personality is its 
impenetrability, its elusiveness. They make 
much ado over the discovery of a few 
discrepant habits, actions — the wrap- 
pings of the subject—and believe they have 
found the real being. But the inner being 
of the personality mocks them and escapes 
to be found, if at all; in the very part they 
neglected as too obvious—his work. Let us 
strive once more for the neglected virtue 
of reticence. Let us turn aside our eyes'from 
the privacies of great ones and consider 
their works in which they have put their 
best. And, incidentally, if you happen to 
have a poet in your acquaintance, do not give 
up to his literary executors any letters or 
other memorials you may have of him after 
he has gone. Preserve sacredly his confi- 
dences, his negligent admissions of human- 
ity. Do not expose the clay of his feet to 
gratify this ignoble appetite for gossip. “* In- 
timate letters of the late lamented"! — 
his curse should reach from the grave to 
his faithless friends. But poets, alas, are 
only too willing these days to display their 
clay underpinning in the newspapers. They 
do not wait for death and the indiscreet 
friend; they babble to the interviewer. 

There must always be a vast discrepancy 
between the man as he is thus revealed in his 
nakedness and the man as revealed in his 
work. A discrepancy that, is of no value to 
afiy one to discover. Nothing is gained to’the 
world by knowing that Turner was fond of 
bad whisky, that Rossetti took a drug, that 
Tolstoy wasted valuable years of his life 
in playing at being an early Christian. Tol-

stoy, indeed, is one of the worst examples 
of the habit of stripping our dolls to the 
sawdust. Any one might think after reading 
the mass of chatter about him at his death 
that his one great accomplishment had been 
to wear a Russian peasant’s costume and live 
on bean soup and black bread upon his great 
ancestral estate—which was profitably man- 
aged by his wife and children in the good old 
fashion of Russian estates.

As a matter of obvious truth that attempt 
of Tolstoy to live up literally to his beliefs 
is a rather pitiful illustration of the inca- 
pacity of poets to grasp the riddle of the 
practical life. It may have been a most 
wholesome experience for Tolstoy, for the 
good of his soul, to try to putin practice what 
he conceived to be the Christian solution of 
living. His results in this attempt, how- 
ever, seem trivial, negligible. As I have 
called them, they were largely ‘‘ play,” for 
he never really cut himself off from his own 
class, from the advantages of family, until 
at the very end in a last pathetic struggle 
for consistency he went on his long pil- 
grimage and died at the outset ina squalid 
railroad station. What Tolstoy thought 
about xathetics and marriage and society, 
as well as his quaint effort to practice what 
he believed, are curious and unimportant 
facts compared with the magnificent vision 
of actual life that he had in him, that he put 
forth upon his great canvasses, that he cre- 
ated so that they have become part of us. 

As the years slip past Tolstoy’s beliefs, 
his crude attempts to become literally 
archaic, will be remembered simply as in- 
stances of the erratic workings of highly 
powered minds, while what we knew about 


contemporary life, his own and that of his 
countrymen—yes, of all us moderns—will re- 
main for all men an illumination, a terri- 


tory of-the human soul conquered from ob-. 


scurity. Therefore, I say buy Tolstoy’s 
novels in the best abtainable translation 
and forget all the chatter about bean soup 
and sackcloth. At any rate, let us not de- 
lude ourselves that we are coming a whit 
nearer the ‘“‘ real Tolstoy’’ when we read 
the descriptions of the great one’s end. 
“The real Tolstoy "’ is likely enough to es- 
cape all of us! 
—o- 

That brings me to the sum of the whole 
matter, the emotional conviction that pos- 
sessed me when I started this sheet. A few 
lines of true creation is worth tons upon 
tons of criticism, always and always. Any 
one’s feeling and vision of life is better than 
all he has thought about it, probably truer, 
at least more dynamic, more creative in 
helping others to live. It is a significant 
truth that where creative minds have turned 
to criticism and philosophized on the uni- 
verse, as was the case with Dante and 
Goethe among others, their critical opinions 
have disappeared into the libraries as food 
for the solemn meditation of scholars, while 
their visions still live for men to feed upon. 
It has been so again and again in the his- 
tory of civilization. Opinions, views, deduc- 
tions—they all change. with the growth of 
the world. What we think about anything is 
merely important as it affects the character 
and the spirit, while what we feel, what we 
do, what we see are the very element of 
character and spirit. , 

Life as a central activity never loses its 
appeal. Thus the world is right in instinc- 


tively neglecting the ordered, critical wisdom 

of past ages for the sake of some prese 

activity—in shelving its philosophers in‘fav 

of trivial contemporary literature.
